CAMP CHICAGO. 
A GALA DAT. 

During yesterday forenoon Camp Chicago 
presented an appearance of comparative quiet. 
There was really nothing doing prior to 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon. There was very little to 
break the monotony of the proceedings. An 
occasional squad paraded and performed che or- 
divary evolutions on the central field, but in 
this there was nothing specially stirring. The 
morning wore along, dragging somewhat, and 
the boys began to find matters ra'her duller 
than they had bargained for.

VISITORS’ DAY.

The military 
maneuvred about the field, but they were so 
heavily flanked and backed up by masses of 
people on ‘carriage and afoot that their indi- 
viduality was not nearly as marked as when the 
simple fringe of trees which separates the 
parade ground from the lake served as a back- 
ground. At 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
the grounds were thronged with thou- 
sands of people. What in the other 
days of the encampment had deen 
secluded nooks, so tranquil that the gentlest 
breeze sighing through the leaves overhead was 
the only sound audible, were yesterday the 
seeues of busy and ever-changing life. The 
driveway around the parade- ground was filled 
with carriages throughout its entire Circuit, 
and the promenades were equally crowded with 
pedestrians. The picknicking features of other 
eccasions were conspicuous by their absence. 
But few people wanted to sit down. There was 
too much to be seen, the succession of novelties 
was too constaot, to allow of indulgence in re- 
pose. The genius of the day was one of life, 
and change, and motion. Everybody wanted 
to see all that was to be seen, and, conse- 
quently, each feature af the camp became in 
turn the centre of attraction to the surging 
masses which moved hither and thither over 
the bright sward.

noon. It was disheartening to see them go just 
as the crowds began to pour in and promise a 
multitude, but in the case of those who left it 
was a matter of necessity.

THE SENSATION OF THE CAMP. 


On the lake front, some 200 feet south of the

It was not until 
they reached the lake shore, just as the last 
ves of the old house crumbied and fell, 
that they realized how egregiously they had 
been sold, The building could not have been 
wortb more than a bundred dollars, and the 
fellows had more than that amount of 
fun out of its burning. Nobody bas 
the slightest idea bow the accident 
bappened, but it is positively certain that it was 
not the resuit of any premeditated action on 
the part of any soldier. The mere fact that 
about 300 of the boys were stinding around in 
the bushes when the blaze started proves noth- 
ing at all. Viewed from the pier tue scene was 
really a pretty one, and was much enjoyed by 
thegcrowa.

THE STATH MILITIA. 


PROSECUTING-ATTORNEY CAMERON ON THE 
COMMUNISTIC DECISION OF JUDGE BARNUM. 
Prosecuting-Attorney Cameron regards the 

Communistic decision of Judge Barnum as very 

bad law, and supported by very weak reasoning, 

In the course of his .criticism of the plea for 

armed mobs independent of legal control, he re- 

marked: 

There is no constitutional question, State or 
national,” said Mr. Cameron, when the Judce’s 
decision was referred to, involved in the Biele- 
feldt habeas corous case,—yes, I argued that 
case myself,—and in order to raise a constitu- 
tional question dadge Barnum was compelled to 
look beyond the limits of our own Government 
and enter the domain of Boglish constitutional 
bistory. The question clearly stated is, Has 
the Legislatare the power to say how its milita- 
ry arms shail be orgenized and goveru- 
ed? Judge Barnum answers no. He plain- 
ly edmits by bia. opipion that there is 
nothing iu the r National Consti- 
tutions prohibiting the slat ure from enact- 
wg thie law, and in order to find what. he 
is i to. call a constibutiona] objection he is 
compelled to go to the English Bill of Rights. 
‘The English will was simply an assertion of the 
richt of the subject to carry arms, ‘as allowed 
by law,’ and appertained to the subject in his 
native canacity. It did not extend to tne right 
of a body of citizens to organize as a military 
company for training in me use of arms, ‘ with- 
out the authority of law,’ the act of 
George III. quoted, prohibits the training of 
persons ‘without lawful authority’ *‘o the use 
of arms. ‘The clause of the Nationa! Constitn- 
tion referred to by the learned Judge, as to the 
right of the people to keep and bear arms, was 
not, as he supposes, passed as a reform to the 
declaration of the English Bill of Rights, but 
was av original assertion that the right of the 
and bear 
by the Nation- 


people composing a State to kee 
arms shall not be * 4 
al Goverument. And e reason given 
is that a well-regulated militia is 
necessary to the security of a 
free State. Phe abject of this clause was to 
leave the control of the militia in the keeping 
of each State free from the interference of the 
National Goverumont. The point of the joke 
is, that the law in question does not interfere 
with the right of tue citizens to keep and bear 
arms at all, Thisis the right of the people acting 
in their individual capacity. They can each keep 
and bear as mau arme as they choose, and the 
law in question does not interfere with them. 
But, when any body of citizens assumes to bear 
arms ig a military capacity, they put themselves 
within the pale of the military law of the State 
in which they live, and must submit to and be 
goyurned by it. To state a doctrine contrary to 
this is simply to state an absurdity. It is ab- 
surd to affirm that a State has no power to say 
who shall vot enter its military service, and to 
lay down rules and regulations as to the terms 
arid conditions of that servive. And this is, in 
plain English, the reductio ad absurdum of 
Judge Barnum’s decision.“ 

“If unrecognized bodies of armed men should 
parade the streets next Sunday, as report says 
they will, should they be arrested!“

The return to the writ was heard by several of 
the Judges of the Court, and the opinion of the 
concurring judges was prepafed and delivered 
by one of their pumber, Judge Barnum. "

ticular mode of bearing arms found dangerous 
to the community’: and who will assert that 
the legislative declaration implied in the enact- 
ment of the statute in question, that drills or 
paredes of organized bodies of armed men in 
the cities and towns of the State are dangerous 
to the community, is so unfounded and unrea- 
sonable chat it is the duty of the Courts to de- 
clare the enactment void. 

A law which dbould forbid a drill or parade of 
an organized body of armed men at a place 
where an election is being heid would, no one 
doubts, be constitutional, and for reasons so 
palpable and obvious as to require nostatement, 
but if Judge Bar: um is right, that the right to 
keep and bear arms, and to be instructed in 
their use, admits of bo limitation, regulation, or 
control by law, as to the time, or place, or cir- 
cumstances of its exercise or employment, the 
public judgment upon that point is wrong, and 
it is not within the power of the Legislature to 
protect the voters at elections from menace and 
danger.

Curoaeo, Sept. 4, 1870.—My Draw Paiew 
Mr. Muna: In a very few hours I shal 
take the life of which I am tired. 
sick nor in love; have no dedts, and have com- 
mitted nocrime. Idie asan honest man, and as 
such I take the liberiy to beg of you to carry ont 
my last wishes. Iam convinced that you Will not 
refuse todo me this last kindly service. I have 
never indulged in excesses in my life, of which 
fact you may convince yourself of my landlord. 
who lives at 208 Erie street. Still | have never 
denied myself anything within the Mmits of rea- 
sou: and you can therefore easily understand 
why I could not save any more of my salary. My 
loss in the State Savings Instiigtion, which _oc- 
carred just when I was making good progress in 
mv savings, caused me to become discouraged, 
and to lose the hope of saving anything. I 
have never reproacued myseif for tois. Please 
tell Mr. Kisert Ta foreman with the same firm], 
who is a real friend, that I have lately observed a 
a change in his behavior to me, and I oclieved that 
some one must have siandered me. Tell hum 
was too proad to ask for au explanation. I was 
always bis friend, and Iremember with gratitude 
that on his trip to Germany he visited my parents, 
I hare not tue heart to write to my father, mother 
brothers, and sisters. I leave. that to my kind 
friends. You can learn the place of my birtb of 
Messrs. Leopold. Bros. & Co. These gentiemen 
cared for me when I came to Chicago, a stranger. 
To all the members of the fem of Cahn, Wamopvoid 
& Co., my thauks are due for their kind treat- 
ment. 

The writer asks Mr. Maunheimer to transfer 
a United States 4 per cent registered bond of 
$500 to his father, Mr. M. Traub, Lichtenfels, 
Bavaria. Various articles, including a Web- 
ster’s dictionary, clothing, aud money, are left 
to Lis landlord, Mr, Fried, and to others to 
whom he owed small sums of money. The let- 
ter was signed Frederick Traub. 

The deceased was given a good reputation for 
honesty and industry by his employers. He was 
about 26 vears of age, and was born in Lichten- 
fels, Bavaria, where his father isa large wine- 
dealer. He came to this country in 1859, and 
spent a year in learning the language and cus- 
toms of the counrry with an uncle named 
Strauss, living in Buffalo. Upon coming to this 
city he entered the employ of Leopold Bros., 
where be remained until after the fire.

THE RAILROADS. 


John C. Gault Aosep's the Genera 
Hanagement of the Wabash. 


An Ineffectual Attempt to Settle 
the Southwestern Freight 
e | 

MR. GAULT ACC 

The report published in Tug TAU a week 
ago that the management of the Wabash Road 
was about to be radically changed is confirmed. 
Mr. Joun C. Gault. Assistant General Manager 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Raii- 
road, returned from New York...yesterday, 
and a Ions reporter called upon bim 
to learn whetlier the reports that he ws about 
to replace Mr. A. L. Hopkins as General Man- 
ager ot the Wabash were correct. Mr. Gault 
stated that the object of his visit was correetly 
reported in Tun Tripuns. Some time ago the 
oller was made to him by the Directors of the 
Wabash to aceept the General’ Mavager’s posi- 
tion of their road after consolidation 
with the St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern. 


He bad the proposition undér advisement for 


some time, and about a week -ago he went to 
New York to talk the matter over with the Dr.- 
rectors of these roads. After full consideration 
he decided to accept the offer, that is, to assume 
tull charge of the eonselidated Wabash and St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Northern. as well as 
of the extension of the latter road to Omaha, 
which is now in the course of constractiOn, and 
will shortly be completed. The consolidation 
of the two lines bas already been decided oa by 
a vote of the Directors of both roads, but their 
action fs yet to be confirmed by the stockholders. 
The stockbo'ders of the St. Louis, Kansas City 
& Northern meet at &t. Louis Sept. 14 to vote oa 
the propesed consolidation, and those of the 
Wabash meet on the same day at Toiedo for the 
same purpose. There te hardly @ doubt that 
they will confirm the action of the Directors. 

Mr. Gault will enter upon the duties of his 
new position Nov. 1, and until chen will remain 
with the Ohicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad Company. He wil. nate fun 
charge of the property from Toledo t. 
Council Biuffs, and his headquarters will 
be at St. Louis, that be the most ventrally 
located pofat on the consolidated Wabash and 
St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern lines. Mr, 
Gault also states that in his management he 
he would endeavor to maintain the most friend- 
ly relations with all competing railroads. The 
Wabash and St. Louw, Kansas City & North- 
ern, under his management, wo be 
just es much of a Chicago line, as 
soon as the extension is made to this city, as 
the Chicago & Alton, Burlington & Quiacy, 
Rock Island, and other roads bere from Ormahe 
and Missouri-River pototg; in fact, it will give 
Chivago an additional pg’ eo line to Migsourt- 
River points as well as to Omaha. 

Mr. Gault’s appolutment to this important 
position gives general satisfaction to the man- 
agers of the Western roads, who believe that 
under his «management the Wabash 
will cease ite aggressive policy, and 
will’ work more in harmony with 
its competing lines. The Wabash has been a 
general disorganizer for some „ past, and 
bas caused most of the late raliroad wars, and 
the announcement that this policy is to be 
stopped and a more conservative policy be 
adopted, is the cause of much congratulation on 
he part of the Western railroad managers. 


SOUTHWESTERN FREIGHT RATES.

extreme maximum demand for water can ever 
be in case of a large fire, we can, by comparing 

eour supply with that of other cities ot about 

the same extent and population, form a reason- 

able idea of what we need to place us on the 

same footing with such cities if our lo@a! dan- 

gers are not so great as to make comparisons 

upon the points involved impossible. 

This means of illustration by a comparison 
was adopted by the Board of Engineers in 
1874, the places chosen by them for such com- 
parison being Brooklyn and St. Louis; but as 
each of those are brick cities of the most sub- 
. stantial construction, it can be seen at once that 
no true parallel exists. 

Three stagie wards in Chicago contain more 
combustible material in the form of lumber and 
Wooden houses than the aggregate of that class 
of property to be found in Brooklyn and St. 
Louis combined.

30. 000, 000 gallode per day], is an absolute neces- 
sity if the water-supoly of Chicago 1s to be brought 
to astate of efficiency and amplitude comparable 
with the supplies of cities having large reservoirs. " 

Then follows the comparison of Chicago with 
Brooklyn and St. Louis, which they summarize 
as follows: 

In this comparison Chicago is clearly shown to 
poseces much the smallest margin of safety in her 
aeg during the hours of greatest demand. 
[thus sopears [referring to the engines 
which they recommend, but which have not yet 
been procured] that what at first sight might be 
considereg more than anample pumping capacity 
does still not place the Ohicago water-suppiy 
ahead of the water-supplies of Brooklyn and St. 
Leule. . . « 

Or, in other words, a system of direct supply. 
{the Chicago „ is 1 efficient and 
a.aple as an indirect supply with large reservoir 
when it has pumping machinery capable of deliv- 
ering on demand as promptly. with as much safety 
and as great a quantity, as can be delivered by the 
reservoir. 

This, then, is the advice given us five years ago 
by as good counselors upon the subject asa 
close study of the profession and a knowledge 
of the ordinary dangers ot American cities will 
ever enable us to consult. 

As an aid in examining this question of pump- 
ing capacity irom a home stand point, let us 
trace the probable course of events 

SHOULD A LARGE FIRE OCCUR 


now, taking for its location one of the large 
n elevators or neighboring lumber district 
n the South Branch,—the wind tresh from the 
southwest,—after several weeks’ drought. Any 
intelligent fireman, or observer of such matters, 
can map out the probable 7 ot events; 
for history in this, as in the irs of nations, 
only repeats itself. 

First, an ordinary fire alarm, then a second 
call summoning two-thirds of the entire Fire 
Department; next, the general alarm, calling 
the entire fire-fighting force of the city to one 

t, and necessarily leaving most of the city 
for a time without any protection, except 
through individual efforts. 

About the time the last reserve begins to ar- 
rive on the general alarm, it is discovered that 
the flying brands have kindled a second fire in a 
wooden building some blocks distant, and it be- 
comes necessary to divide the force. Up to this 
point we have merely described the events ex- 
actly as they transpired in 1871, and again a few 
weeks ago at the fire which originated in 
Palmer. Fuller & Co.’s dry-house; in 1871 the 
second fire, having kindled in the roof of a high 
wooden structure (a church), could not be 
reached in time to save it, and the fire extended 
to the lake and Lake View woods, stopping only 
for want of material to feed on: but in the re- 
cent instance, the secord fire, also in the roof, 
but in a mall two-story house, being readily 
accessible, was soon extinguished, and probably 
so much of the city as lay to the leeward the 
by saved. Few realize the great danger throu 
r the city passed during the progress of 


re. 

The twenty-nine. fire-engines (the number in 
active service in our present Fire Department). 
when all in operation, will require 11,000 galions 
ot water per minute, if fully supplied, or more 
than the entire capacity of one of the West Side 
pumping-engines. If such a demand should.oc- 
cur when the available pumping capacity of the 
Water-Works was all in operation, the water- 
suoply throughout the city would be reduced a 
little more than if one of the West Side.engines 
should be stopped during hours of ordinary de- 
mand without a fire (the limit to which the 
pumps can be “speeded up” or crowded with 
safety being less than 10 ber cent of their regu- 
lar performance). (See page 28 of Engineer’s re- 
port.) The adjustment of a part of one of those 
engines cau just that occurrence last year, 
and brought numerous complaints of short al- 
lowance in remoter parts of the city until the 
engine was again started. So the ordinary de- 
mand really exceeded the available supply in 
that fustauce. 

In the event of a large fire the greatest de- 
mand for water only begins after the entire Fire 
Department bas got to work, and occurs through 
the efforts of individuals to dampen their prem- 
ises, and through the ‘existence of the many 
steam pumps with which nearly every factory 
and mercantile structure is now provided; the 
storm of burping cinders from a large fire in the 
southwest would probably endanger buildings 
where fifty or more of these powerful pumps 
could be started, expending to 800 gallons 
each per minute. Our supply in such an event 
would stand:

This would 
certainly reduce the static pressure to such sn 
extent that the hazardous cottage and shanty 
districts which bp —— — — —— 
starting-poiots of our la res, 1 
only prpvedtion arainst the flying brands would 
depend on the ability of the occupants to wet 
down their roofs, etc., could get little or po 
water from their faucets except in parts of the 
city favored with extra larre mains, and plug 
streams woula be nowhere serviceable. 

Maoy of our peoole who have been impover- 
ished by fires, anu non-resident capitalists hav- 
ing interests at Chicago, suppose that, having 
had two such severe lessons, we have taken 
proper measures for our future security, first 
among which is a water-supply that is unques-' 
tionably safe and ample. 

LET US SEE TO WHAT EXTENT THIS SUPPOSI- 
TION Is CORRECT; 

what bave we done that would not have been 

done witbout the lessons of the fires? 

Our tire Department has been enlarged from 
seventeen en companies in 1871, with a 
population of about 350,000, to twenty-nine 
engine companies, and a increase 
of other movable apparatus now, under a pop- 
ulation of fuliy 500,000, but the present number 
of our build and the area over which they 
are scattered is nearer double what they were 
at the time of the great fire.

But a few years ago, when we were desolate 
among the ashes of our homes, the whole worid 
came to our relief; bearing God's bounties from 
every clime; witn like accord all contributed to 


our plague-stricken kindred of the South when | 


disease and death claimed its victims in that part 
of our land a year ago; with what consistency, 
then, can we of Chicago charge our Southern 
— wits neglect to make proper provision 
for safety from their destroyer, if we withhoid 


this comparatively insignificant sum, and permit 


the toreh · bearina spectre of desolation and death 
to stalk abroad in our midst at every sound of 
the alarm-beli? 

The estimated ca y for delivery by our 
water-tunnels is 150.000,000 galions per day, 
being about 80,000,000 gallons per day more 
than the available capacity of our present 
pumps; the most difficult and expensive bart of 
the work for supplying us to the fuil extent of 
our tunnel capacity bas therefore been com- 
vieted and paid for; hence, in order 


TO GET THE BENEFI™ OF THE MONEY ALREADY 
EXPENDED 


and the varied advantages that only such a 
course can afford, our proper policy is to fur- 
nish the remaining link by procuring sufficient 
pumping capacity to employ the estimated flow 
of our tunnels at once. Our last State Legisla- 
ture passed an act authorizing one municipality, 
under proper restrictions, to connect its pipes 
and receive a supply of water from the works of 
an adjoining town or city. 

A supply for ali our suburbs from Evanston 
to Calumet, and west to Aux Plaines River. 
could de furnished from Chicago by only asmall 
increase in our pumping capacity. 

There is no good reason why residents south 
of Thirty-ninth street should be compelled to 
use the shore water whichis turbid ten days, 
while that supplied to their more fortunate 
2 across the street is turbia only one 


ay. 

As in all transactions a greater work can be 
accomplished for a proportionately smaller 
price than a small, we believe it would be found 
true economy to have four engines, with their 
foundations, buildings, etc., constructed at the 
same time. Properly built machinery of this 
class may be said to have no perceptible wear, 
and, should no accident befall, would run fora 
century. 

A contract of this importance would attract 
the best skill at home or abroad, and, if under- 
taken, proposals for these engines sbould be 
solicited from Berlin, London and other En- 
glish menufacturing cities, as well as from 
American builders. 

In reply to that part of your first question 
which relates to pumping capacity, your Com- 
mittee would, therefore, make answer that 

MORE PUMPING CAPACITY IS. NEEDED, 
regardless of the results of attempts to reduce 
waste, and would recommend the immediate 
erection of teat py Ay Ray open of a capacity 
of from 15,000,000 to 20,000,000 gallons each per 
twenty-four hours. Such engines to be of the 
mort approved construction and design for the 
work they bave to perform obtainable in the 
United States or Europe, and to be located as 
recommended in other portionsof this report. 

WASTE. 


The question of reducing waste is inseparably 
connected with the maintenance of an adequate 
supply, and seems to be the most difficult prob- 
lem with which the Water Department has to 
contend. 

The oft-expressed idea that water should be 
“free as air is at once dispeliea when we real- 
ize that the charge is for pumoaing and delivery, 
instead of for the fluid itself, but the more rea- 
sonable idea that it may cost less to waste water 
than to save itis the one upon which the con- 
trolling view of the subject depends, and it 
must be admitted that this may be true in many 
instances. 

There are also those who believe that for sau- 
itary reasons the prescnt incessant flow of water 
through the sewers resuitivg from this waste 
should not be reduced, but this view is not a 
general one. The discdarge into the sewers of 
water actually used, with occasional flushings, 
will probably be sufficient at all times to main- 
tain their successful operation with a proper de- 


gree of cleanliness. Any solution, therefore, of | 


the waste problem which promises practical re- 


suits should be tested as soon as it can be done. 


An idea of the magnitude of waste in Chicago 
may de formed by the quantity of water pumped 
from 1 to 4 o'clock in the morning. This 


amount averaged about 1,338.000 galions der 


hour during those hours for every night in July 
last. itis fair to assume that nine-tenths of 
this quantity leaks and is wasted. We thus 
find that upwards of 80,000,000-galions per da 
throughout the whole year are lost throug 
waste. 

The city water service now supplies about 
65,000 paying taps, only about 2,100 of which, 
including hydraulic engines, are metered. 

The average cost of the meters now in use, 
with connections, is about $40 each. The en- 
forcement of their use with all water-takers 
would therefore involve an outlay of more than 
$2,000,000, or a sum exceeding 25 per cent of the 
entire cost of the present water system, which 
places their general adoption out of the ques- 


tion. 

The attempt to enforce penalties for the 
waste or improper use of water seems never to 
bave been earnestly made, the last ordinance 
touching this suoject (that of July, 1876) having 
remained thus far an entirely dead le:ter, not 
ove prosecution or conviction under it having 
been made, so far as your Committee can ascer- 
taib. 

At one time a system of water police existed, 
whose chief duty was to stop leaks and waste, 
but the Department found the results unequal 
to the expenditure, and that means was abao- 
doned. 6 

We cannot find that there has ever been a 
system of inspection of all plumbing at regular 
intervals; a leak of two or three gallons or less 
per minute, originating through frost or other 
causes beneath a house requiring a supply only 
in the lower stories, may flow into the sewer 
and continue for years without the knowledge 


of the occupants. Many persons will knowing- | 


ly permit a waste so long as they are not incom- 
moded by it rather than pay out money to bave 
it stopped; in such instances, and they are ve 
numerous, an inspection of the plumbing wor 
in every house, at least once a year, would ac- 
complish a great deal in the direction needed. 
This system of insvection, with a small but 
active corps of water police, and the gradual 
enlargement of the meter list, would’ probably 
accomplish all that can be dune except the uni- 
versal use ot meters as a final resort. 

A nr AND EFFECTIVE TEST 
of the system of house-to-house inspection 
of plumbing could be made by taking a district 
of the city where the draipage converges into a 
single large sewer. Before commen¢ing, note 
the quantity discharged during the still hours, 
and then proceed against the leaks, taking 
nightly notes of the change until ail ‘tributary 
plumbing was kpown to have been put in order. 
In this manoer, unless the wea ner should for 
the time prove uniavorabie, the quantity of 
preventable leakage, with the time and expense 
necessary in this maus of discovering it, could 
soon be ascertained. 

THE SECOND QUESTION I8, 

„Is the site of the West Pumping-Works a 
better lovation for the proposed new pumps 
than that of the North Side Works, or can a 
better site be found at some other (third) point, 
and, if so, where!“ % 

The answer is: Since a water service by gravi- 
tation distributed from ode or more large reser- 
voirs, as is done in nearly all large cities of the 
world, is out of the question for Chicago, and 
our supply cao od, be maintained by the con- 
stant operation pumps, there are three 
prominent elements waich we must consider in 
locating our principal pumping establishment 
in order to make the best use of the pure and 
ample supply which Nature has 60 lavishly 
placed at our disposal. 

First—It should be ata point where a sufii- 
cient supply of water can be obtained. 

Second— Where fuel can be delivered at the 
smallest cost. | 

Third—At a point most central for the prover 
distribution of the water (the needed pressure as 
well as quantity being taken juto account), not 
inconsistent witb the first tworequirements.

THE BEST AND CHEAPEST STEAM-PRODUCING 
FUEL 


is good bituminous coal from the Ohio and 
Western Pennsylvania districts, which is deliy- 
erable in Chicago by water transportation at the 
minimum cost. 

The cartage of coal from the docks to the two 
pumping-stations (about 15,000 tons annually 
at 85 cents per ton) involves a yearly outlay of 
86.000, wearily all of which would — by. 
pumping the principal part of the water at a lo- 
cality having dock and railroad facilities. 

It should also be remembered that bituminous 
coal cannot be used at the North Side Works, the 
attempts of the officials to introduce it having 
been resisted successfully by the neighboring 
reside who could not suffer the nuisance 
created by the dense smoke. The cost of 
anthracite coal, .though now about the same as 
soft coal for the first time in the history of the 
country, is not likely to remain so, and the use- 
leas expense thus forced upon the city in past 
years by the consumption of 15,000 tons of 
anthracite coal annualiy at these works will oc- 
cur again as soon a8 the usual difference in 
price is restored. 

Another objection to mention here against 
continuing the North Side Works as the chief 
pumping station (but not as to its location) is 
its extravagant consumption of fuel by reason 
of the low duty of the machinery now there. 

The question of economical operation seems 
never to have been considered in selecting Chi- 
cago pumping-engines until the purchase of 
those on the West. Side, which, though good, 
are not of the highest standard. The eu- 
gine on the North Side is said to be the largest 
engine for public water supply in existence, 
yet at the test in 1874 it was shown to rank No. 
10 in point of duty among fourteen prominent 
pumping engines in the United States, all mach 
older. 

Its — st that trial averaged 58,000,000 
pounds raised one foot high for each 100 pounds 
of good anthracite coal consumed. The duty 
of the two West Side engines for the first six 
months ip 1878 actual service was 62,500,000, or 
about 21 per cent more than that of the large 
engine, and performed under the use of ordi- 
narv soft coal. 

The targe engine bas been in operation an 
average uf 820 days in each year for the past 
five years, consuming 74,844 s of coal, com- 
puted br its rate during the filty-hour trial. 


Ihe average cost of this coal for those years, 


$6.62 per ton, gives $492,215, of which sum 21 
per cent, or $108,353, represents the amount 
d tor fuel in the past five years that would 
ave been saved upon that ove engine if its 
operation had been as economical as those on 
the West Side; or, to state it differently, more 
than 820.000 of the hard-earned money of the 
taxpayers is annually thrown away tbrough the 
operation of that colossal a n. An indi- 
vidual or private corporation, striving for gain, 
would discontinue the use of such machinery as 
soon as it could be replaced by better. 

The extraordinary size of the large engine is 
also objectionable ; its 3 is greater than 
the dictates of prudence would ever place, sub- 
ject to accident or stoppage, in a single machine. 

Keeping in view our first two requirements, 
the supply of water and cost of fuel, it only re- 
mains to determine 
THE PROPER POINT FOR THE MOST JUDICIOUS 

DISTRIBUTION 
of the water after it is pumped; in other word 
to find where the greatest pressure is need 
for the suoply of high builaings, etc. 

It is clear that throughout an area where the 


| surface is so nearly a levelas in Chicago the 


pressure of water will vary in proportion to ite 
distance from the nearest eapply, the mains and 
feeders being, as we arsume, of proper size. 
The North Side works are, therefore, badly 
located to supply any of the water under our 
system, and, as the principal pumping station, 
they coula scarcely be ina less advantageous 
position. Ths city cam never extend eastward 
at that point, and the vicinity, within at least 
half a mile, is established permanently as a 
residence neighborbood, the water pressure 
within which, owing to its proximity the pumps, 
being pow objectionably bien. 

The pressure chart prepared by the Board of 
Engineer Experts in 1875 showed an a 
loss of head ot more than twénty-five feet Be- 
tween the North Side works and the Chamber 
of Commerce (their test station in the business 
district and a direct distance of just one mile 
from the works) during their fifty-bour trial. 
Hence, if the same ay of water had been 
pumped at the Chamber of Commerce (a point 
much nearer the centre of the entire city than 
the North Side Water-Works), an equal result 
in pressure would have been attained there by 
raising the water only to a bight twenty-five feet 
lower than was necessary at the puinping-works, 

Information as to the exact extent which the 
West Side pumos bave improved or equalized 
the pressure at distant or intermediate points 
is not obtainable at the City Engineer’s office, 
and the brief time for the preparation of this 
report prevents the presentation of such data 
upon this branch of our subject as its im- 
portance demands. 

The higher buildings in Chicago are mostly 
betwoen Twelfth [ilioois streets and from 
the lake to Green street (on Secs. 10 and 15, the 
School Section and Original Town). The highest 
pressure consequently should be at the centre 
of that district. A universal use of meters is 
the only means of disclosing just where our 
greatest consumption of water occurs, but esti- 
mates made up by careful observation and the 


positive information we derive from the meters 


already ſu use indicate that from one-fourth to 
one-half of all the water now pumped is ex- 
pended witbin those limits. 7 

It is, therefore, plain that 

ON THE sOUTH BRANCH OF THE RIVER, SAY 
BETWEEN PULK AND MONROE STREBTS, 

is the best point to pump most of the water 

needed in Chicago. 

The great seven-foot tunnel passes within a 
few and from the most remote point of 
the limit named would require a branch only 
2.000 feet long. This tunnel has a capacity 
of 100,000,000 gallons per twenty-four hours, 
only 30,000,000 of which have vet been brougnt 
into requisition, so that we have practically a 
supply of 70,000,000 gallons per day ready to be 
tapped and distributed at the proposed 
new location. With the chief pumping- 
station at the more central point, the 
Chicago avenue works could be used as an 
auxiliary station, operating a small engine only 
during hours of greatest demand, while tne 
giant engine of ’72 could pass into honorable re- 
tiremeut, to be used only as a reserve in case of 
need. 

Anotheg, argument in favor of a tuird pump- 
ing station is the incre security it would 
give to the general suppl, ; an accident at either 
of the existing stations might imparr or prevent 
its operation fora time, and in case of war or 
riot a third point of supply might prove to be 
the salvation of the city. | 

The location of the West Side Works is also 
unfavorable for the ecooomic distribution of 
any great part of the water needed in Chicago. 
the pumps already there being ampie to main- 
tain a good pressure in that quarter of the city 
formany vears to come, although at present 
they are too far southwest. As on the North 
Side, the fuel has tobe delivered by wagons, 
but dock facilities may be provided in time. 

Their proximity e great lamber district 
is a wise provision for the protection of that 
vast interest, and within ten years their por

A sudden break of the thirty-six-iftth main in 
the LaSalle-street tunnel, for example, large 
enough to permit the escave of its full volume 
of water would instamtly wreck every engine 
then in motion, with probable loss of life among 
the attendants, and damage to the buildings, 
placing the city in a more helpless condition as 
to water-supply than the great fire left us. 
Many of the city mains have been laid more 
than twenty-five years, and, the action 
of time and unavoidable disturbance, their 
bursting has of late become quite a common oc- 


currence. 

The older cities have all had trouble with 
bursting mains, and Chieago is not likely to be 
exempt from these accidents; the disaster re- 
ferred to, however, could not follow under a 
system of reservoir supply. 

remedy for this danger is to change 
the connections coming from the pumps 
to the upper part of the stand pives, instead of 
the bottom as now applied, and to give an inde- 
pendent connection irom each pump, so that 
their action may be freed from the hindrance to 
which they are now subject through the pulsa- 
tions from the other pumops in operation at the 
same or distant pumping stations. - 

It should be borne in mind that the cessation 
of the pumps for only one minute would stop 
the flow of water throughout the city, and, since 
the Cuieago system is many fold the largest iu 
exisience which bas to depend wholly on the 
action of en, ines which pump directly into the 
distributing mains, the experience of older 
cities is of little bevefit to us in this respect, and

The Board of Engineer Experte, in their re- 
port to the Citizens’ Association in 1875, refer- 
red to the hazardous nature of the North Side 
stand-pipe connections, advismg their change, 
and that those thereafter built have top conn 
tions; but in constructing our West Side stand- 
pipe soon afterwards this recommendation was 


ignored.

“1s ANY CHANGE IN WATER RATES ADVISABLE?”’ 


The present rates for water delivered thro 
meters is 10 cents per 1,000 gallons, unless the 
consumption exceeds 2, gailons per an- 
num, in which case the rge is only eight 
cents per 1,000 galions; hence if toward 
the close of the year a consumer finds 
that his meter has registered 1,650,000 lons, 
or any quantity between 1,600,000 and 2,000,000 
galions, be can save the charge for the excess 
over 1,600,000 gallons by opening bis faucets, 
and wasting water until the water shows a reg- 
istry of 2,000,000 gallons for the whole year. 
This condition ef the rates, offering as it Joes a 
cash premium upon waste, should be changed 
at once so, thatin no event could a consumer 
reduce his bili by a willful waste of the water. 

The system of two classes of rates in the na- 
ture of a wholesale and retail price for water is 
also questionable, and if tested to the bighest 
legal tribunal would probably not be sustained. 

Water rates, when the works belong to the 
municipality, as at Chicago, are simply one form 
of taxation, and because the wants of a majori- 
ty are but little it is not just that they should 
bear a ter of the general burden 
than few, when all private property is 
equally liable, according to valuation, for the 
maiptenance of the water-system. 

Aprooos of the question of water rates, it may 
be well to look generally into 

THE COST, INCOME, ETC., OF OUR WORKS 
and see bow readily the improvements we have 
recommended cap be paid for from the surplus 
earnings of the Department. 

The reduction of rates which took effect on

The whole area for three-fourtns of a mile 
east of Ashland avenue, from Twentv-second 
street to the river, is occupied almost exciusive- 
ly by lumber-yards and the West-Side gas- 
works, and * as much lumber, shingles, 
and other bustible dry pine products as can 
well be piled upon that ground. There are few 
or no water-mains or fire-plugs on the cross 
streets south of Twenty-second street, and the 
only protection, except on the Twenty-second 
street iront, is afforded by the chance of a fre- 
engine getting a supply from the river ot slips 
ip the alleys between the lumber piles, which 
in winter are closed or obstructed by a foot or 
more of ice, and in the season of navigation by 
piles of loose lumber on the docks from three 
to ten feet high. . 

The action of the prietors of these yards 
shows that people will not take proper measures 
of precaution even for the protection of their

The news from Afghanistan is of a start- 
ling character. Just as the English were 
congratulating themselves upon the results 
of the Afghan war, the installation of the 
new Ameer, and the establishment of their 
Embassy, a sudden outbreak has occurred 
which may necessitate that they shall do 
their work all over again. The outbreak 
seems to have originated among several 
native Afghan regiments in Cabul, who rose 
in revolt egainst the Ameer because they 
had not been paid, and wers subsequently 
joined by the populace. The Ameer's stores 
and arsenal were first plundered, and he 
himself, unable to put down the armed 
mob, was speedily besieged in his own 
quarters. The angry mob then attacked the 
English Embassy's quarters, and at last ac- 
counts the premises were on fire. The 
whole English force on the frontier is in 
motion by order of the Viceroy, and rein- 
forcements have been ordered forward. The 
extent of the movement shows that the 
situation is a serious one. The mutinee.s 
will, of course, be put down ; but, before the 
troops can reach Cabul, the Ameer and the 
Embassy alike may be the victims of a 
massacre as horrible as that which occurred 
when Lord Evpatnstonz was in command. 

There were a good many people who 
believed that the interests, of the city and 
the grandeur of Michigan avenue in its new 
character of boulevard would be best served 
by making. that street a continuous parkway 
as far south as Fifty-fifth street, where the 
South Park proper begins. Though the 
present boulevard scheme now turns at 
Thirty-fifth street, and there joins the Grand 
Boulevard, the Hyde Park people may, under 
the law of last winter, petition their Village 
Tru;tees for the transfer of Michigan avenue 
south of Thirty-ninth street (the city 
limits) to Fifty-fifth street, the Trus- 
tees may make such transfer, and 
the Park Oommissioners may pro- 
ceed to boulevard that portion of the thor- 
oughfare. The law, necessarily general in 
its terms, gives Hyde Park the same privilege 
that enabled Chicago to secure its new 
boulevard, and the owners of Michigan ave- 
nue property south of the city limits would, 
under such an arrangement, be enabled to 
have their street improved and pay the cost 
thereof in four annual installments, instead 
of one large payment. Thereafter their 
street would be protected and maintained 
the same ag Other bdulevards. If this should 
be done, des would remain only three or 
four blocks between Thirty-fifth street and 
the city limits unimproved, and the owners 
of abutting property would quickly recog- 
nize the advantage to themsélves of filling 
up the gap. This plan would make Michi- 
gan avenue the handsomest city driveway in

Put 
a lighted candle instead of a mouse in & 
close box, and supply it only with human 
breath, and the candle will go out. 
The breath we take in is, or ought to be, 


pure air, composed as a whole of oxygen and 


nitrogen, with a minute portion of carbonic 
acid. The breath we give out is impure, to 
which has been added, among other matters 
which will not support life, an excess of car- 
bonic acid. It is not necessary to be scien- 
tile to understand this important fact. It 
is only necessary to remember that oxygen 
feeds the fire of life, and oarbonic acid puts 
it out. Dr. Krvasuzy states: 

** These facts justify the expfession I just made 
use of, that the fire and the candles in the crowded 
room were breathing the same breath as you were. 
It is but too true. An average fre in the grate re- 
quires, I believe, to keep it burning, as mach 
oxygen as three human beings do; each candle or 
lamp must Mave its share of oxygen likewise, and 
that a very considerable one: and an average gas- 
barner—vray attend to this, you who live in rooms 
lighted with gas—consames as much Oxygen as 61x 
candles or eleven men. Ali alike are making car- 
ponic acid, The carbonic acid of the fire happily 
escapes up the chimney in the smoke; Dut the car - 
bonic acid from the human beings and the candles 
remains to poison the room, unless it be veati- 
lated.” 

The deaths from the fumes of charooal 
explain the result of a want of ventilation. 
A human being shut up in a room from 
which all air is excluded, with a pan of burn- 


ing charcoal, falls asleep, never to wake 


again. His inward fire competes with the 
fire of the charcoal for the oxygen in the 
room; both are mrking carbonic acid out of 
it; the charcoal, being the stronger, gets all 
the oxygen; the human being, being the 
weaker, dies first, but the charcoal, when it 
has exhausted all the oxygen in the room, 
cools and goes out. An elephant in that 
room would put out the burning chareoal by 
the carbonic gas from its immense lungs, 
and then, when it had exhausted all the air 
in the room, would die likewise of its own 
carbonie acid. 

— Ventilation means letting out the foul air 
and letting in the fresh air. The carbonic 
acid in the breath from the mouth is warm, 
1 ghter than the air, and rises to the ceiling ; 
iw unventilated rooms there is a layer of foul 
air along the ceiling. This fact can be tested 
by the fouler air founi in the galleries of 
churches and theatres than is found below. 
In crowded buildings those who work or oo- 
cupy the upper floors suffer most. The first 
thing in ventilation is to get this carbonic 
acid or foul air out of the room while it is 
warm and light. Oarbonic-acid gas cools and 
then becomes heavier than the common air, 
and falls to the floor and lies along it; henee 
when the room gets cold u sleeper on the 
floor breathes carbonic acid. Mr. Kivasuzr 
referred to the practice of the poor in times 
of distress pawning their bedsteads and 
keeping their beds, and added: Never, if 
you have any influence, let that happen. 
Keep the bedstead, whatever else may go, to 
save the sleeper from the carbonic acid on 
the floor.” Another advice to builders is to 
let all bed-room windows open at the top as 
well as at the bottom. In the matter of pro- 
viding for ventilation in buildings, he adds: 

Let me impress, not only on parents and edu- 
cators, but on those who employ workpeopie, and 
above alt on those who employ young women in 
shops or in Workrooms, the necessity of using 
some such contrivances. What their condition 
may bein this city, I know not; but most painful 
it has been to me in other plates, When ldokihy 
through warehouses or workrooms, to see the 
sodden, sickly countenances of the girls who are 
passing the greater part of the day in them; and 
painful, alse, to breathe an atmosphere of which 
habit had, alas, made tiem unconscious, but whica, 
to one coming out of the open air, was altogether 
noxious, and shocking also; for it was fostering 
the seeds of death, not only in the present, but in 
future generations. 

Every one, writes the author, will agree 
that good ventilation is necessary in a hos- 
pital, because people cannot get well with- 
out fresh air. Do they not see, by the same 
reasoning, good ventilation is necessary 
everywhere, because people cannot remain 
well without fresh air ? 

In answer to the question, Why make 
all this fuss about ventilation? Our fore- 
fathers got on very well without it,” Dr. 
Koster declares that our forefathers 
usually got along very ill in these matters, 
and when they got on well it was because, 
in spite of themselves, they had good ven- 
tilation. We invite attention to what is 80 
clearly expressed on these points. First, as 
to the ill way in which our forefathers got 
along, he says: 

To quote afew remarkable instances of lon- 
gevity, or to tell me that men were larger and 
stronger on the average in old times, is to yield to 
the old fallacy of fancying thut savagea were pe- 
culiarly healthy, because those who were seen 
were active and strong. The simple answer is that 
the strong alone survived, while the majority died 
from the severity of training. Savages do not ſu- 
crease in number; and our ancestors increased bat 
very slowly for many centuries. 1 am not going 
ta disgust my audience With statistics of disease; 
but. knowing something, as 1 happen to do, of the 
social state and of the health of the Middle Ages, 
I have no hesitation in saying that the average of 
disease and death was greater than it is now. 
Epidemics of many kinds—typhus, ague, plague, 
ail diseases which were caused more of less by 
bad air—devastated this land and Europe in those 
days with a horrible intensity, to which even the 
choleras.of our times are mild. The back streets. 
the hospitais, the-jaiis;-the barracks, the camps 
—every place in which any large number of per- 
sons congregated—were so many nests of pesti- 
lence engendered by uncleanliness, wich defiled 
alike the water which was drunk and the air which 
was breatned; and, as a single fact, of which the 
tables of insfiranice assure us, the average of hu- 
man life in England has increased 25 per cent 
since the reign of Gronda I., owing simply to our 
more rational and cleanly habite of lite. 

On the second point, as to the enforced 
ventilation of former days, and how it has 
been superseded by modern inventions, Dr. 
KINGSLEY says: 

But, secondly, I said that when our ancestors 
got on well they did so because they got ventila- 
tion in spite of themséives. Luckily for them, 
their uouses were l- duilt, their doors and win- 
cows would not shut. They haa lactice- windowed 
houses too, to live in. one of which, as I can 
testify from long experience, is as thoroaghly vent- 
ilating as living ia a lantern with tue glass broken 
out. it was because their houses were fall of 
Graugnts, and still more, in the early Middle Ages, 
because they had no glass. sud stopped out tue air 
only by ashutter at night, that they sougnt for 
shelter rather tuan for fresh air, of which they sume- 
times had too much; and to escapes the witd built 
their houses in hoies, such as that in which the old 
City of Winchester stands, Shelter, I believe, as 
much as the desire to be pear fish in Lent, and to 
occupy thé rich soil of the valleys, made the 


mouks of old England choose the river banks tor 
the sites of their abveys. They made a mista

| only too tight. We have Tias instead of

It 18 to be hoped that persons who habitu- 
ally violate the laws of Nature by exclading 
pure air will find in these extracts something 
to consider and to profit by.

CHICAGO AND THE RAILWAYS. 

The Grand Trunk Railway from Portland, 
Me., to Chicago, via Canada, has been in- 
complete owing to a break in its line in 
Michigan. A short line of railway from 
Flint to Lansing, already built, was purchased 
a year ago by Vanpersut for, no other 
purpose than to keep it out of the hands of 
the Grand Trunk Railway. The latter road 
thereupon made arrangements for building a 
line of its own between these two points, and, 
when VanpERsizt found that he could no 
longer defeat the Grand Trunk in its 
to Chicago, he yielded the road which he 
had purchased and for which he had no 
use, and delivered it over to the Oanadian 
Company. The route, therefore, of the lat- 
ter road is complete, except on the stretch 
between Valparaiso, in Indiana, and Thornton, 
in this State, which is building and will be 
ready for use in November, and then through 
trains from Chicago to Portland will become 
part of the regular daily traffic of this city, 
The road from Twenty-sixth street to Thorn- 
ton is already held by the Grand Trunk, but 
the route from Twenty-sixth street into the 
heart of the city is not yet determine If 
the Company do not seek an independent 
entrance of its own it will have a choice bo- 
tween the Illinois Central and other roads, 
It cannot be kept out. 

The completion of thid line is an import- 
ant event in the railroad and commercial 
history of th.s city. No man can marvel at 
the growth of Ohieago who looks upon the 
vast network of railways operated from this 
point. The whole area of the States north 
and west of this city is traversed by railways 
operated from Chicago, and no less than four 
trunk lines from Chicago reach the Missouri 
River at Omaha, and each is supplied with 
branches and feeders extending in all direo- 


tions. It will be butabrief time until the | 


Northern Pasifio, which already has crossed 
Minnesote and is near the western limit of 
Dakota, will be running its daily lines into 
Chieago; far away into Kansas are extended 
two other Chicago railways, while still an- 
other, acting in co-operation with these, is 
the Atchison & Topeka Railway, now rapidly 
progressing through New Mexico and 
down te El Paso, where, crossing the 
Mexican boundary, it will be rushed to 
Guaymas, on the Gulf of California, and 
will also, intersecting the Southern Califor. 
nia line, open a new and the third through 
route from Chicago to San Francisco. Oa 
the south, the IIlinou Oentral furnishes a 
Chicago road from this eity through the 
South to New Orleans. The network of 
railways of which this city is the centre 
spreads from the southwest to the southeast, 
aod thence northward along the Atlantic to 
New York and Boston. The completion of 
the Grand Trunk Railway to this city will 
bring Portland (Me,), Quebec, and Montreal 
into the circle. From Portland, Ore., to Port- 
land, Me., including the éities on both coasts, 
the railway system odétitering and operated 
mainly here will oo for the trade to 
and from this grand buting point in 
the commerce of the country. The Grand 
Trunk Railway now adds its volume of trade, 
making all Canada as mach tributary to our 
commerce as is Minnesota, Kansas, or Mich- 
igan. 

The railway system of the country is by no 
means complete. The railway business of 
Chicago, great as itis, is far from its max- 
imum. Within thepresent year several thou- 
sands of miles of new railway will be fin- 
ished in the Northwest, the sole purpose and 
necessity for which is to enable new districts 
to have communication with Ohicago,—to 
enable additional people to come hither to 
sell and to come hither to buy. One-half 
the land of the West and Northwest is still 
unimproved and unpeopled. The millions 
now peopling the towns and the -rural dis- 
tricts may be duplicated several times and 
still leave ample vergs and room for other 
millions. Those who are now pouring in 
and growing up, as well as those who are to 
follow, are to be producers and consumers. 
They are to sell and to buy; they are to be 
fed, and clothed, and housed; they are to 
put many mi'lions of additional lands undor 
the plow ; they are to raise live-stock for 
many years in the coming time; they 
are to build factories; they are 
to found new ‘cities and people 
them ; they are to have and use new inven- 
tions; they are to discover and operate new 
mines; the existence and uses of new raw 
materials are to be discovered; in fact, the 
world, and especially this continent, is to 
progress with a speed, and a zeal, and a pro- 
ductive power to which those of the past will 
seem snail-like. We are only on the thresh- 
old of the greatness of the empire which is 
growing up-around us, Ten years hence 
Chicago will be far greater in her trade, as 
compared with Chicago of to-day, than is the 
Chicago of 1879 as compared with that of 
twenty years ago. To all that this city is 
now the railreads have been indispensable ; 
to what the city is to be in the future addi- 
tional railroads will be even more indispensa- 
ble. They are the arteries through which 
the life current flows; they cannot be 
stopped, arrested, or severed without stag- 
nation, paralysis, aud death; they are the 
living stream of all our trade; they bear the 
products of industry hither for sale; they 
take hence for distribution through the land 
all that is needed for consumption, Without 
them Chicago would be helpless. 

A faction in the City Council declares that 
no more railroads shall enter the city. As 
well declare that the winds of heaven shall 
not enter. The faction declares that Chicago 
wants no more railways; that we have all 
the trade, and all the people, aud all the em- 
ployment, and all the occupation that are de- 
sirable. Therefore, they forbid the entrance 
to Chicago of any further lines of railway. 
Within the days ot the present generation 
the miles of railway now in existence in 
these Western States will be increased ten- 
fold; the production of the country must

GRANITE PILLARS FOR THECITY BUILDING 

There is just one change that should be 
made in the new City Building in deference 
to conformity with the County Building and 
the general appearance of the two stractures, 
viz,: the so-called blne-stone from Bedford 
should be abandoned for the pillars, and 
granite substituted of the same kind that 
has been used in the County Building. When 
the contract was made for the Bedford stone, 
it was represented aud believed that a cer- 
tain bluish variety could be obtained which, 
when polished, would present an appearance 
similar to that of the granite pillars, This 
has proved upon trial to be an error. The 
blue-stone pillars lack the striking, brilliant, 
and massive effect of the granite, and they 
do not retain the polish which is 
necessary to make them look anything 
like the granite. It is not to be 
denied, whatever extravagance and corrup- 
tion there may have been in the erection of 
the County Building, that it isa handsome and 
imposing structure, and an examination of 
the design will prove that the granite pillars 
have contributed largely to this effect. With 
granite in corresponding positions on the 
City Building it will require the experienced 
eye of an expert to distinguish any difference 
between the two structures after both shall 
have been comple_ed a few months. 

The investigation into the City-Hall has 
resulted in satisfying the people that, by 
pursuing the plans upon which the contracts 
were let and exacting strict conformance to 
the specifications, the city will secure a more 
substantial building at a smaller cost than 
the county has. All the serious defects re- 
ported by the Committee of Experts 
have dwindled down to about half 
a dozen stones, and there has been 
no patching in places where it will offend the 
eye. It is only necessary to secure uniform- 
ity in the striking granite effects to make the 
two buildings correspond in general appear- 
ance, and a trial has proved that no substi- 
tute for granite will answer this purpose. 
The saving that has been made in the cost of 
the City Building thus far by the tolerably 
successful exclusion of the old County Ring 
warrants the additional expense of the gran- 
ite pillars. The people, as a matter of fact, 
have a common interest in the two struct- 
ures, and can better afford this extra outlay 
than to be permanently offended by so con- 
spicuous a difference as actual test has 
proved there will be between the polished 
granite and the polished blue-stone. This is 


a change in which all factions will concur.

On a faded cot, in one of the poorest 
wards of the poorest hospitals of London, at 
the close of a hot July day in the year 1869, 
there lay an old man. His hair was thin and 
white, and his worn face was blanched with 
a ghastly pallor.

But his dull ear caught the 
sound of approaching footsteps, and his face 
flushed with the last faint ray of hope! With 
a convulsive effortof expiring energy, he 
seized the hand of the nurse who now bent 
over him, and carried it to his lips, as he 
whispered: “Pity me, for I never knew 
the love of wife or child!” The appeal 
touched the heart of the woman, a tear fell 
upon the old man’s face, and about his 
mouth, even in the rigidity of death, there 
lingered a sad smile of gratitude. 

Man is a social being; isolation renders 
him morbid, morose, cold, unsympathetic, 
and cruel. Close confinement of the ctimi- 
nal is the severest known prison discipline; 
it breaks the proudest, most obstinate spirit, 
and either tempers the heart to the brittle- 
ness of lasting resentment or the softness of 
humble contrition. Deprived of all human 
companionship, the man becomes a savage, 
and ultimately a brate, with brutish instincts 
in place of his former reasoning faculties. 
But there is a wide range between the ex- 
treme of söviality and the extreme of isola- 
tion; and within this range, moving ever 
from the one to the other extreme, we find the 
Bachelor.“ The old man of the hospital 
was once agay young bachelor who sought, 
and was sought by, society. Drifting into 
middle life society drifted slowly away from 
him; ten years later society neglected him;

at 60 only here and there a friend of his 
youth remained; at 70, while dining at the 
club, he fell in a fainting fit, and of all the 
guests who gathered to look upon his still, 
white face, not one knew him; he was car- 
ried to his lodgings by strangers! At 75, 
the bank where his funds were deposited 
failed, leaving him penniless. Wrecked in 
estate, mind, and heart, a charity hospital 
mercifully received him, and his condition 
was so pitiful as to wring one tear from the 
too dry yes of a professional nurse. 

No man remains permanently a bachelor 
from choice. The state of bachelorhood is 
involuntary. Bachelorhood may, indeed, re- 
sult from passivity; for matrimony is no 
more possible of achievement through in- 
difference than are the prizes of wealth and 
distinction to be secured without effort, 
There are thousands of husbands, pitiful 
creatures, consumed by vanity, who msinuate 
that their wives courted them, besought 
them in marriage, and finally secured the 
favor of their alliance by mere dint of per- 
secution. But all these are pestilent slan- 
derers. Ouly the brave deserve the fair, and 
only the brave can win them. Analyze 
the character of the bachelor thoroughly, 
and his distinguishing trait will be found to 
be cowardice. He wonld dearly love to 
possess the rose, to inhale its intoric ating 
odor, to strut about the streets displaying it 
conspicuously in his button-hole, to exhibit 
it to his friends as the rarest flower in the 
garden of roses, to dazzle society with its re- 
splendent beauty. But he fears to pluck the 
rose lest his fingers should be lacerated by 
the sharp point of the thorn concealed be- 
neath its delicate leaves. The sowardice of 
the bachelor is betrayed in a hundred ways. 
There is the bachelor with a bald spot on 
the top of his head, who dare not fall upon

The new cases of the past week are located in 
the wards as follows: First Ward, 20; Second, 
5; Third, 9; Fourtn, 8; Fifth, 19; Sixth, 8; 
Seventh, 87; Eighth, 26; Ninth, 2; Tenth, 18. 
The numder of deaths for the week from all 
causes ie sixty, of which forty-three were from 
yellow-fever, making the total deaths to dave 
from the plague 272. : 

The Knights of Honor report three new cases 
to-day,—Tony Casenova, not yet fully devel- 
oped; Minnie Werne, not much sick; a son of 
John Beirman, a bad case. W. J. Berlin 
has a bad case and is said to be dying 
at noon.

The cases in charge of the Masonic Relief 
Committee are reported doing well.

ACCIDENT ON A TUG. 

An accident that came very nearly resulting seri- 
ousiy to two men occurred yesterday on the tug 
Van Schaick. The boat was lying some distance 
to the northward of Grosse Point waiting for tows, 
and the engineer, Nolan, and fireman, John Keyes, 
were engaged below in cleaning out the siphon 
pipe, when suddenly the steam burst out in a 
cloud, and with considerable force, at the port leg 
of the boiler, enveloping both men snd scalding 
Keyes badly about the abdomen and hips, 
and Nolaa on one side of his 
face and his right foot. A piece 
of coal was also blown against Nolan. and cut him 
on the forehead. Before going to work the in- 
jured men removed tne ladder leading into the fire- 
hole, and when the steam burst over them they 
found difficulty in getting out. The Van Schaick 
—— thus disabled, her Captain, Hammond, sig- 
naled the tug Black Ball, ‘which was lying some 
distance off, but it was quite a long time before 
those on board the latter saw the signals, and, al- 
though the accident havpened about noon, it was 4 
o’clock before the disabled boat was towed in. 
Keyes was conveyed to his home, No. 105 Sedgwick 
street. and attended to by a i physician, 
and Nolan also had his injuries attended to, and is 
able to be about. The cause of the accident is at- 
tributed to the rusting of the boiler-plate at the 
leg. The boiler was overhauled and repaired last 
winter, and was thought to de in sound condition. 
Repairs will be made to it, and the boat will be 
out again in a few days.’

TBE RETIREMENT OF RARUS. 

Ip view of the fact that Rarus—the greatest 
trotter the world ever knew— has been per- 
mapently retired from the turf by reason of his 

by Robert Bonner, à brief summary of 
bis performances during the six years he has 
before the public will be of interest. 

His first apbearance was in August, 1874, and 

that time be bas trotted every season, each 
deut ses lng his record reduced, until, at Buffalo, 
jut Aucust, nearly four vears to a day from tne 
time of bis first competition for public money, 
be placed on record his wonderful performance 
of mile in 2:1344. In 1876, the horse, whe 


thea had a record of 2:208{, was placed in the 
pandsof John Splau. a young and popular driver, 


who had previously trained and driven Kansas 
and other noted trotters. In the spring 

of 1876, Splaa drove Kausas Chief three races 
ost Rarus, winding all of them; but, in 
of this fact, he believed Rarus to be 
py far the better horse of the two,—in 
regarded him as the fastest and most 
geliable trotter in the world. At Cleveland 
unt year Rarus was beaten in the 2:20 race by 


May Queen. He was then placed in Splan'e 


gable, and from that time his career was one of 
pointerrupted success. He won all his races 
¢hrough the circuit that season, and then in No- 
dem der at Fleetwood Park met the first really 
formidable field that he was called upon to con- 
test against. The race was free to all, and 
we starters included Lucille Golddust, Smug- 
tler, Great Eastern, Judge Fullerton, Frank 
Reeves, and other noted flyers. A 
characteristic incident concerning Pop“ 
Couklin, the owner of Rarus, is told in connec- 
tion with this race. During the season Mr. 
Conklin had traveled with the horse, and hed 
of course accumulated considerable money by 
reason of bis victories. Splan carried the 
„roll, which amounted to about 86,000. 
Through the circuit there had been little chance 
to win on Rarus,as his suveriority over the 
other entries in the 2:20 class made his winning 
that race azvatter of certainty. But at Fleet- 
wood Park he met a large field of the best 
horses in the conotry, and Smuggler, Great 
Eastern, and Judge Fullerton sold over bim in 
the pools. The race was on a cold; raw day, 
unfavorable for fast time. Judge Fullerton won 
the first heat in 2:22, and Great Eastern the 
gecond in 2:20. At the close of this heat Splan 
made up bis mind that Rarus could win the 
ace and reselved to bet the balance of the 
$5,000, $3,000 having already been played. He 
. accordingly told Diek Conklin, a youthful 
gon of the old gentleman, to hunt up his pa and 
apprise bim of the fact that the balance of the 
Seasons winaings was to be played on 3 horse 
that bad not yet won a heat. It would natural- 
lv be supposed that with so much at stake, not 
docludmg the purse of $3,000 for which his 
borse was trotting, the owner of Rarus would 
be safficientiy interested fm ine result to keep 
‘ewake, but such was not the case. After a lorig 
Search Diek found the old man curied up in 
one corner of the grand stand, a shawl around 
bis head, and enjoying the slumber which inov- 
cence alone can bring. In view of the fact wat 


be was enjoying himself thoroughly he 
was not awakened, but the mosey 
was bet as intended. Rarus won 


the third heat in 2;213¢, the fourth in 2:23 (dis- 
tancing Smuggler), and the next morning took 
tue deciding heat and race in 2:20, the first halt 
being trotted in 1: 

‘The winter of 1876-77 was cpent in California, 
Rarus trotting and winning several good races. 
In the soring he started on a hippodroming 
tour with Goldsmih Maid, she beating him 
jour races at Sau Jose, Los Angeles, and Chico. 
Returning to San Francisco, Rarus went in to 
win, and beat the old mare handily, In the 
gum mer he came East, and trotted fifteen races,

SHERIDAN REGATTA. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Lake Genzeva, Wis., Sept. 6.—The sixth an- 
nual regatta for the Sheridan prize was sailed 
on Lake Geneva to-day. At an early hour this 
morning a fresh breeze sprung up from the west 
and with it the hopes of the yachtmen. A great 
interest has alwavs been manifested in this an- 
nual race, but it has never reached before the 
excitement exhibited among the boatmen this 
morning. The prizes consist of $150 in 
cash and the Sheridan prize, which 
is a miniature silver yncht, presented to 
the Yacht Club of Lake Geneva by Livut.-Gen. 
Puil Sheridan, at an expense of $200. The sil- 
ver yacht has been sailed fur by boats owned on 
the lake for the past five years, and has been 
held by the following yachts, whose names are 
engraved on the silver canvas of the prize: The 
Nettie, owned by J. 8. Rumsey, was the winner 
for the first two vears; then the Geneva, owned 


by Gen. A. C. Ducat, held ft for one 
year, and the last two ~years it 
bas deen held by the Whisper, 


owned by N. K. Fuirbank, Commodore of the 
Lake Geneva Yacht Ciub. The distance to be 
sailed, twenty miles, being twice around the 
buoys off Elgin Camp and South Park, the 
home buoy being in Geneva Bay. The follow- 
ing yachts entered for the race: 

Zouave, Capt. William Allen, 

Geneva, Capt. A. E. Lytle. 

Nettie, Capt. George Manson, 

Waisper, Cant. A, Colson. 

Magnolia, Capt. J. B. Simmons. 

Fearless, Capt. C. Walters.

The Whisper is one of the favorites on the 
lake; she was brougnt bere three years ago by 
N. Fairbank from Williamsbarg, N. V., 
where she was known as the Mary Emma. She 
was built by James Fitz Patrick in Brooklyn. 
Out of twenty-three races that she sailed in 
New York waters, she won twenty-one, 
and since she has been on Lake Geneva she has 
won the annual Sheridan race twice out of 
three years. ‘The Geneva aiso bas many friends 
bere. She was built in Brooklyn, and known as 
the Blossom. Gen, A. C. Ducat put her in 
Lake Geneva waters four years ago with 
as good a record as any of the boats on the lake 
could show. Gen, Ducat also brought the 
Boneta from Brooklyn. where she had won aw 
reputation asa fastsailer. The Nettie was built 
in Chicago for J. 8. Rumsey, and took part in 
the first Sheridan regatta, where she won the 
prize. The Zouave, Magnolia, and Fearless 
were built by Capt. Wilham Napper here in 
Geneva, and have proven themselves to be good 


sailers, the Fearless having won several 
prises here, and took first money at 
the Madison regatta two years ago. At 11 


o’clock most of the yachts were out in the bay 
ready for the start. The breeze had increased 
until, at the starting time, it was blowing a) most 
a gale. At 11:80 a. m. the steam- yacht Gertie 
gave the * for the start, and the boats got 
ready for the send-off, and passed the stake- 
boat in the following order:

The Whisper took the lead almost at once, 


closely foiiowed by the Geneva, with the Nettie 
and Fearless some distance in the rear. The 
Magnolia, alter standing the weather for a short 
time, thought the wind and waves too much 
tor ber, and came about and withdrew from the 
race. ‘The Zouave, not having much ballast, 
found the breeze too heavy, and, after one or 
two fresh ones, she went over, precipitating the 
crew into the lake. The Whisper gained slowly 
on the Geneva until she reached the narrows, 
and within about one mile of the upper buoy 
off Elgin Camp. The wind, which was very 
high and unsteady, at this point proved too 
much for her, and she went under. Luckily 
for ber crew, the steamer Blanche was within a 
few rods, and came at once to Ahe rescue and 
took off the shivering yachismen. This left the 
race between the Geneva, Feariess, and Nettie, 
the Boneta having put in to shore after a two- 
mile run. The Geneva bemg so far abead 
otf the two remaining boats, the race 
now settled down between the Nettie and Fear- 
less for second and third money. ‘lhe Fearless 
gradually took the lead, and heid it until the 
Nertie, after sailing over one-half the distance 
of the entire race, was carried over by a heavy 
flaw, and the steamer Gertie went to her aid 
and pickea up the crew. The Geneva, having 
stood the weather, rounded the home buoy at 
2:21 p. m., winoing the Sheridan prize 
in 2 hours 44 minutes and 46 seconds. 
The Fearless reached the home buoy in 
safety m 3 hours 26 minute and 47 
seconds, taking second prize of $25. 
As there were no third and fourth boats 
to take the purses, the amount was heid by the 
Yacht Club of Lake Geneva as prize money to 
be sailed for at some later date.

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~RVANGELICAL ALLIANCE. 


Work Accomplished by That Body 
in its Session About 
Closing. 


Subjects Discussed During the 
Meeting, and Action Taken 
Thereon. 


Prominent American Divines Who Took 
Part im the 


By Cable to New York Meraid. 

Basie, Switzerland, Sept. 6.—The reeular 
session of the General Conference of Christians 
of all nations has justciosed. To-morrow (Sun- 
day) there will be service at the Cathedral, 
and farewell service of the Conference will 
be held in the evening in the great hall Verein- 
haus, but to-day concluded the real work of the 
gathering. During the week the churches and 
halls have been constantly filled 
with auditors from all parts of Europe 
and from America. Pastor Ecklin, on behalf of 
the City of Basle, welcomed the guests in the 
great hall of the Vereinbaus. Dr. Philip 
Schaft, of New York, represented the 
Anglo-Americans, and Prof. Vignet spoke for 
the French delegates. Councilor Sarasin, a lay- 
man of Basle, was elected President of the Con- 
ference. The Vice-Presidents were elected from 
various countries. 

The first day of the gathering was devoted to 
addresses on the religious state of Protestant- 
ism in various countries. Dr. Von Oosterzee 
spoke for Holland, Dr. Schaff for the United 
States, that Dr. Godit, of Neufchatel, for Switz- 
erland, and Dr. Schaff spoke at length of 
THE VITALITY OF PROTESTANTISM IN AMBRICA, 
and called esvecial attention to the fact that 
the American Church was firm ‘in its ad- 
herence to a strict observance of the 
Sabbath. Dr. Schaff also touched on the Mor- 
mon question. He said that Mormonism, now 
under legal restrictions, would go to ruin but 
for the constant immigration of its followers 
from Europe, Dr. Scnaff also called the atten- 
tion ot the audience to the voluntary priuciples 
at work in the American Church, which, he said 
were faithfully appiied to the support of all 
religious institutions. 

In the course df the Conference there were 
s0 many speakers and so much said thatd cap 
only give you a brief outline of the 
beads of the subjects treated. The Rev. 
Dr. Washburn, of New York. spoke at some 
length on the nature and dangers of Svcialism. 
He regarded Christianity as 

THE ONLY SOURCE OF RELIEF 
for Socialistic vagaries and disorders. Dr. T. 
D. Anderson, of New York, at the Anglo 
American meeting, delivered an address on 
Sunday-schools, showing their importance in re- 
gard to the general development of the life of 
the Church. 

The reports on religious toleration elicited an 
animated discussion. Kxposures were made of 
the persecutions of Protestants in several Euro- 
pean countries. 

The Rev. John Stoughton, of London, de- 
livered an address on the first Protestants o 
Basle, and Prof. Von Orelli spoke on current 
infidelity. 

Dr. De Pressense, of Paris, discussed the 
Christian and anti-Christian influence of the 
press on national life. The distinguished theo- 
logian claimed that the press must be free in 
order to fulfill its mission. 

Dr. Arthur, of London, and Dr. Christ Lieb, 
of the University of Bonn, spoke of the mission 
of Young Men’s Chrigtian Associaffons, and 
the subject was further discussed bye M. 


Fernand, ot Geneva. 
Dr. Plitt, of Germany, and Pastor Fallot, of 
Paris, spoke on the Christian Union, taking for 


his text the words of the official pro- 
gram, What saith the Apostolic in- 
junction to the members of the 
Evangelical Alliance endeavoring to keep the 


unity of the spirit in the bond of peace !—Ephe- 
sians, iv., 8.

SEWERAGE AND VENTILATION. 

The Committee on Health and County Re- 
lations met yesterday afternoon to consider 
references. Among the matters before 
them, was a proposition to so change 
the sewerage system of the city 
that the sewage matter could be concentrated 
at some point and used for fertilizing purposes. 
The Committee regarded the proposition as un- 
feasi bie, but agreed to refer the whole question 
to the Sewerage Department for an opin- 
ion as to the practicability of the 
project. An ordinance was before them 
providing for the better ventilation of factories, 
etc., which it was agreed to report in favor of. 
The ordinance comes from some of the labor

THE MOTHER RENOUNCES UNDER TRE WILL. 

The litigation over the estates of Julia Rosa 
and Mary L. Newberry was brought to a close 
yesterday before Jutige Knickerbocker, in the 
Provate Court, sitting in chambers. 

The final account in the estate of Marv L. 
Newberry was filed and approved. This shows 
the total assets of the estate to be $88,538, after 
paying the proved claims and expenses, amount- 
ing to $9,639.09. To Mrs. Julia Butler Newberry, 
the mother of the deceased, was paid $59,025.97, 
to Miss Julia Rosa Newberry, sister of the de- 
ceased, $15,086, and to her administrator, after 
the death ot Julia Rosa Newberry, $14,426. 

E. W. Biatchford, as executor of the estate of 
Julia Rosa Newbetry, deceased, presented an- 
other final report, which was also approved. 
This shows in this estate receipts since May 1, 
1879, of $15,951.68, making the total assets 
$116,862. For legal services there have been

The effect of this declination and refusal is, as 
stated iu the document to be, to make the estate 
as if the deceased died intestate and the will null 
and void. 

The Judge accordingly entered an order re- 
quiring the order of distribution as requested, 
thus giving to Mrs. Newberry the whole control 
of an estate worth. as above shown, $107,883. 
The proof of heirship was made, showing ber to 
be the sole beir, the final account approved, and 
the estate declared settled. 

This effectually bars the original intention of 
Miss Julia Rosa Newerry to leave some of her 
estate to some charitable institution for women, 
the particular one to be selected Dy her mocher.

Another Queer Decision Relative 
to the Silver Doligr. 


The Treasury Refuses to Receive the 
Coin from National Banks. 


How the Ten-Dollar Certificates Were 
Promptly Disposed Of. 


THE SILVER DOLLAR. 
GETTING THINGS MIXED. 
: Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Sent. 6.—There is a 
new development inthe silver dollar policy of 


order by which silver dollars are to be forced 
out of the Treasury into circulation is main- 
tained, but within a day or two the officers of 
one of the National banks of this District, 
which is also a United States depository, say 
that a policy has been adopted which will enable 
the Treasury itself to refuse to receive sil- 
ver dollars in payment of dues from the Na- 
tional banks to the Government. The case was 
this: A National bank which was a depository 
presented to the Treasury in the process 
of transferring its account a quantity 
of silver  cerficates. The bank was 
asked by the Treasury officials whether these 
silver dollars or silver certificates were received 
in its capacity as a Government depository from 
any Government officer. A negative answer 
was returned. The Treasury officers then 
REFUSED TO REVEIVE THE SILVER CERTIFI- 
CATES. 

The theory of the Treasury appears to be that 
a Nationa] bank might buy the silver certificates 
at a discount and deposit them in its regular ac- 
count with the Government, making a profit. 
Ibis .will not be allowed. The Treasury will 
also decline to receive silver dollars or silver 
certificates from National banks on ge- 
couut of the 5 per cent redemption 
fund. §This is done on the ground 
that the laws authorizing the issue of National 
Bank notes requires that these notes shall be 
redeemed in legal-tender notes. 

The Treasurys officers maintain that nothing 
in the Silver-Dollar act 

REPEALS THE PROVISION 

as to the 5 per cent redemption fund providing 
for the redemption in legal-tenders. The 
friends of the silver dollar will, however, be 
likely to reply that the Silver-Dollar act in its 
language and intent conferred upon the silver 
dollar the full legal-tender quality, and that 
there can be no distinction between the United 
aud gold 
moreover 


and silver dol- 
the Silver-Dollar 
act itself expressly deciares that any 
laws or perts of laws prior thereto 
inconsistent with such language and theory 
were repealed by the Silver-Do.lar act itself. 
The point undoubtedly will be made that the 
provision as to the redemption of Nationel-bank 
notes requiriug that they be redeemed iu United 
States notes only, was by the Siiver-Dollar act 
repealed, and they may be redeemed in silver 
dollars; that consequently the Government 

CANNOT REFUSE TO TAKE THE SILVER DOLLARS 
from the banks on account of the 5 per cent 
fund. The ‘fact, meanwhile, is, that silver 
dollars and silver certificates are to de 
refused from National banks on account 
of the 5 per cent fund, or on account 
of any indebtedness whatever due from te 
banks to the Government except the indebted- 
ness shall have been a deposit in kind by some 
disbursing officer iu a National bank as a United 
States depository. ° 


THE TREASURY. 


THE TEN-DOLLAR CERTIFICATES. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Sept. 6.—Of the $10 re- 
funding certificates there were sold by the 
Treasury Department $40,012,750.. For the pur- 
pose of making the sale, 799 Government of- 
fivers, mostly Postmasters, were designated by 
the Secretary of the Treasury as depositories. 
But 509 of that number, however, qualified by 
filing a bond, and through whom sales were 
made to the amount of $28,569,200. One hun- 
dred and eighty-four National banks were des- 
ignated for the purpose, but only seventy-six 
qualified, selling $1,197,670. The balance, $10,- 
245,880, were sold by the United States Treas- 
urer and Assistant Ireasurer. The accounts of 
all the depositories have been closed, and the 
entire proceeds of the certificates sold by them 
been deposited in the Treasury without the 
loss of a single cent. There have been $35,860,- 
750 refunding certificates presented for con- 
version into 4 per ceut bonds to date. 

THE GOLD SUPPLY. 

New York, Sept. 6.—The Assistant Treasurer 
here writes the Treasury Department: ‘There 
has been no change in the movement of gold. 
It still continues to accumulate in our vaults, 
whilst the amount of certificates outstanding re- 
mains nearly stationary. ‘here is really no de- 
mand for gold, and, as it is less convenient than 
notes to handle, not only the annual 
production, but the imports, which 
are likely to de very large this 
fail, will naturally take the same direction. 
Tons accumulation in the stock of coin in the 
Treasury, in view of the fact that the customs 
duties are vow largely paid in United States 
notes and silver certificates, is conclusive evi- 
dence of the general belief in the equality of 
these notes, and in the permanency of resump- 
tion. It will soon be necessary to use a portion 
of the silver vault for the storage of gold.“

St. Pius V. acknowied 
that this same doctrine dissipated heresies r 
having confounded and refuted them, and that 
each day it freed the entire world from ti- 
leatial errors; othere, with Clement XL., alfirm 
that abundant advantages have arisen from bis 
writings on the Universal Courch, and that to 
his person were due the honors and the homage 
whieh the Church renders to its test doc- 
tors, Gregory, Ambrose, Augustine, and Je- 
rome, and, finally, others have not hesitated to 
propose St. Thomas to the academies and to the 
rest schools as a model and a master whom 
they could follow with an assured tread. In 
reference to this the words of the blessed Urban 
V. to the University of Toulouse deserve to be 
recalled here: We desire, and by these pres- 
ents we enjoin, that you should follow the doc- 
trine of the blessed Thomas as being genuine 
and Catholic, and that with all your energy you 
should apply yourself to develop it.“ - Follow- 
ing the example of Urban V.. Innocent XII. 
imposed the same orescriptions on the Univer- 
sity of Louvain, and Benedict XIV. on the Di- 
onysian College of Grenada. To conclude 
those praises of the Sovereign Pontiffs on the 
merits of St. Thomas Aquinas, we wil] add the 
testimony of Innocent VI.: The doctrine of 
St. Thomas has, above all others, the canonical 
doctrine excepted, purity uf terms, propricty of 
expression, and verity of proportionsin such a 
manner that those who follow it are never sur- 
prised outside the path of truth, and whoever 


attacks it has always been suspected of error.“ 


Assuredly both of them will enjoy a more per- 
fect peace and security, ifin the academies and 
the schools there was taucht a healthier doctrine 
and one more conformable with the teachings of 
the Church,—a doctrine such as is found in the 
works of St. Thomas Aquinas.—that which St.

luok for an effectual aid in the restoration whieh 
we have just proposed of the philosophie 
sciences. The beaux arts ask of philusophy, as 
u moderating science, their rules and their 
methods, and draw from it as from a com- 
mon source of. life the spirit which auf- 
mates them. Facts and experience show 
us that the liberal arts flourisb, especially when 
philosophy retams it honor safe, its judgment 
straightforward; and that, on the contrary, they 
fade away, neglected and almost forgotten, 
when philosopby inclines toward error or is em- 
barrassed with doubt. a 

. Let masters designated by your enlightened 
choice labor to possess tae disciples with the 
spirit of theedoctrine of St. Thomas Aquinas, 
and be zealous to bring into relief the boidness 
with which he carries away the palm from all 
others in solidity and excellence. 

Let the academies which you nave instituted, 
or will in the future institute, explain this doc- 
trine, defend it and employ it for the refutation 
of prevailing errors. But to avoid the dangér 
of drinking adulterated water instead of pure, a 
water that is troubied instead of that which is 
clear, be watchful that the wisdom of St. 
Thomas is drawn from its true rource, or, at 
least, from those rivulets which, branching from 
the source itself, still flow fresh and limpid ac- 
cording to the assured and unanimous testimony 
of the fathers. But on, the other band. take 
special care that the spirit of youth is not cor- 
rupted by drinking at streams which affect tobe 
derived from the source, but in reality are 
swollen by strange and unhealthy waters. 

But we know that all our efforts will be in 
vain if our common enterorise, venerable breth- 
ren, is not seconded by Him who is called in the 
divine writings the God of all knowledge.”’ It 
is they also which warv us that Every best gift 
and every perfect ciftis from above, coming 
down from the Father of Light,” and, again, 
that “If any of you want wisdom, let bim ask of 
God, who gives to all men abundaotly and up- 
braideth not, and it-shali be given him.” Let 
us also follow the example of the Angelic Doc- 
tor, who never applied himself to study or com- 
position until ne had propitiated God by prayer, 
and who candidly avowed that he owed all he 
knew less to study and his own perseverance 
thun to divine illumination. 

Let us all, then, join in beseeching the Al- 
mighty, with a humble spirit and a unanimous 
heart, that He will spread over the children of 
His Church the spirit of knowledge and intelli- 
gence, and that He will open their minds so that 
they may perceive wisdom. And in order to ob- 
tain in greater abundance the fruits of Divine 
goodness let us implore the very powerful 
patronage at the throne of God of the blessed 
Virgin Mary, who is called the Seat of Wisaom, 
and have recourse at the same time to the 
intercession of St. Joseph, the chaste spouse of 
the Virgin, as well as that of the great Apostles 
Peter and Paul, who renewed by truth the earth, 
corrupt by the contagions of errer, and filled it 
with the splendor of celestia) wisdom. 

In fine, sustained by the hope of divine aid 
and confidence in your pastoral zeal, we give 
you all, venerable brethren, from the bottom of 
our beart, as well as your clergy, and the peovle 
committed to vour care, the apostolic benedic- 
tion, as a pledge of heavenly gifts and a proof 
of our special solicitude. 


OLD CATHOLICISM. 
IS THE DOLLINGER MOVEMENT A FAILURE? 
New York Times. 

It is nine years ago since Dr. Dollinger and 
other influential Catholics reised the standard 
of revolt in a protest against the decree of Papal 
inſallidility. It is six years since the revolt took 
the form ofan organized movement, ani it is 
not too soon, therefore, to inquire whether that 
movement has been successful or unsuccessful. 

The Old Catholic movement started with 
brilliant prospects. The Catholic culture of 
Germany was represented in the opposition to 
the famous dogma of infallibility. Forty-four 
Professors of the University of Munich, fifteen 
of Freiburg, nine ot Breslau, and many more of 
other universities, issued a protest against the 
new article of faith, and a meeting of theolog- 
ical Professors declared the Vatican Council not 
ap Ecumenical Council, and the decree of in- 
fallibility null and void. Moreover, the opposi- 
tion to the decree was not confined to the Cat h- 
olic theologians of Germany. A powerful

of the non-Catholic world was given in no stint- 
ed measure. Those who felt disposed to zesist 
the decree had plenty of encouragement from 
several sources to do 80.

At this point 
the movement lost the sympathy and active 
co-operation of its eloqueut leader, Father 
Hvacinthe. He abhorred the spoils system. 
His voice was powerless — it. So be quiet- 
ly dropped out of the ranks. In Germany and 
Switzerland is to be found all the Old Catholi- 
cism that is worthy of consideration, so we may 
pass over Austria and France. The period of 
prosperity enjoyed by the Old Catholic body in 
Germany and Switzertand bas now about come 
to an end, and we anticipate a decline rather 
than an increase in the future. Last year the 
German Svood abolished compulsory celibacy of 
the priest and lost thereby the support and 
co-operation of such of its leaders as Dr. Dollin- 
ger and Profs. Reusch, Laugen, and Menzel, as 
well us of other stanch Old Catholics. This 
— while it brought the body more detipitiy 
on Protestant ground, removed it beyond the 
svmypathy of liberal Catholics who might have 
joined it, and its effects, together with strong 
indications of decline, are seen this year: first, 
in the attendance at the Synod, which was. re- 
duced to twelve priests and forty-six laymen; 
second, in the failure to report statistics, and the 
admission of Bishop Reinkens that there has been 
no increase; third, in the ‘resolution to hold no 
— tae next vear, and the fact that the business 
of this year was all transacted in one day; 
fourth. in the lack of theological students; In 
Switzerland the Old Catholics are losing their 
parishes as rapidiy as they gained them. There 
is peace now between the State and the Courch 
of Rome. The Bishops have returned to their 
flocks, and Roman Catholics, in accordance witb 
the liberal policy of the Pope, are taking part in 
parish elections. As the Old Catholics are in 
the minority ia most of the parishes which they 
obtained bv the abstention of the “atholic vot- 
ers, they will lose those parishes when the next 
election occurs. Some of the parishes hold elec- 
tions this year. The Old Catholics will have 
to abandon entirely manv villages or support 
services without the aid of the State, which it 
will be very difficult for them to do. la the Ber- 
nese Jura, which is their stronghola, there are 
very few of the thirty-two parishes they now 
hold in which they are not in a minority. The 
Roman Catholics have already captured the 
Cantonal Synod, and they will doubtless get 
eight of the parishes tbis year and more of them 
next year. 

The whole number of old Catholic priests now 
is about 122, against 184 a year ago. This indi- 
cates progress in the wrong direction. Nor is 
the prospect of an increase at all encouraging. 
With the change of the policy of the German 
State toward the Church of Rome, the Old 
Catholics of that country will have to rely 
chiefly on theirown resources, which, if they 
be not greater than the enthusiasm of the body, 
will not justify very mady demands upon them. 
On the whole, tbe outlook of the Old Catholic 
body is a gloomy one. The movement which 
Dr. Dollinger believed at the beginning would 
draw hundreds of priests and millions of the 
laity’ from the Roman Church is exhibiting 
signs of decay before it has completed its first 
decade. Whatever injury it may have inflicted 
ou the Church of Rome, the vresent Pope, with 
his liberal policy, is rapidly repairing. It has 
not helped Protestantism appreciably; it bas 
had no influence in bringing about reforms in 
the pareot Church, but its career affords another 
iliustration of the power of the Roman Church 
over its communicants, and seems to confirm 


| the assertion sometimes made that there is no 


tenable middle ground between Cathulicism and 
Protestantism. 


RELIGION IN GERMANY. 
PROF. SCHULTE’S VIEWS ON ITS PRESENT STATUS. 
saturday Review. 

Prof. Schulte i well known to be the most 
eminent among the lay adherents of the Oid 
Catholic body in Germany. He was formeriy 
what he would now call an Ultramontane, and 
held the post of Professor of Canon Law at 
Prague, but he joined the Old Catholics after 
the Vatican Council, and now occupies a chair 
at Berlin. We turned. therefore, with consid- 
erable interest to his article in the Contemporary 
Review of this month on the Religious Condition 
of Germany,“ and must confess ourselves to have 
been a good deal disappointed. It contains, 
indeed, much interesting matter and literally 
bristles with statistics, but on the points where 
we had specially looked for some fresb informa- 
tion or guidance from the author, he tells us 
hardly anything, while the tone throughout is 
so discouraging as to be little short of pessimist. 
All that Dr. Schulte cares to say about the Old 
Catholics is comprised in a few lines, from which 
we should infer that their cause is certainly not 
advancing, as their entire number in all Ger- 
many is stated to be only about 60,000, Aud 
all he bas to tell of the hopes or prospects of 
the future is that atheism and indifferentism are 
rapidly growing on all sides, that everybody is 
dissatisfied and lays the blame on everybody 
else, and that there is but one reasonable way 
to mend matters,.“ which is, io plain words, to 
do nothing, or, as the author puts it,. to cease 
the present system of experimenting.’’—does this 
refer to the Old Catholics?—*to allow existing 
institutions quietly to work out their own is- 
sues, and leave it to time to prove what is true 
and lasting, and what must be abandoned as in- 
jurious and false.” Prof. Schulte evidently 
thinks very badly of the Catholics, which term 
he generally uses as synonymous with Ultra- 
montanes,’’ though it is sometimes taken to in- 
clude the Old Catholics and State Catholics” 
also, the latter designation being apparently ap- 
plied not to any separate organization, but to 
what we shoulda call the Erastian party in the 
Church. But neither, as will appear presently, 
bas he much good to say of the Protestants 
in a religious sense. Of Old Catholic 
principles, which are his own, he, of course, 
speaks with commendation, but of any 
influence the nascent community maybe ex- 
pected to exercise on the religious life of Ger- 
many he says not a word. The statistics, how- 
ever, which he puts before us are important and 
in some respects startling, though they will 
hardly be new to those who are at ail conversant 
with the subject. His comments have also the 
interest derived from an extensive acquaintance, 
with the facts, but they ought to be received 
with some caution. zeal of converts is 
proverbial, and Prof. Schulte shook the dust 
from off his feet when he left the Charch of his 
oe allegiance. What he has since written 
about the existing results of clerical celibacy 
would at once prove, what might be inferred 
from his present strictures, that he is not free 
from the témptation of suffering his religious 
avtipathies to color his estimate of the situa- 
tion. It is rather in his statement than in bis 
explanation of the actual facts that the main 
sigvificance of the present paper must be 
sought.

* Germav Heme Life” goes further and says 
that among Protestants the men never think of 
attending church, as a rule, after they are con- 
firmed, while in Berlin, out of a population of 
over a million, mainly Protestant, the 
average attendance of public wor- 
ship on Sundays % computed to 
range from 80,000 to 40,000 only. Nor does this 
neglect appear to be compensated by any regu- 
lar observance of domestic religion. The use of 
family pravers and grade before and alter meals 
is the exception, not the rule; even at Court it 
is not the fashion to sav grace at table, though 
the Germun Princes are cx-Officio at the bead of 
the Protestant Churches of theircountry. “ In 
thousands und thousands of families the influ- 
ence of home-life upon the religious education 
of the children is absolutely nil; they see no re- 
ligious act, they hear no religious word, 4 5 
there is an entire lack io Germany of religious 
bome-culture.”’ 

But if they are com perenne? indifferent about 
education, the Catholics are evidently far more 
active and zealous than their rivals in promot- 
ing religious societies, literature, and the like. 
There are vast associations extending over the 
Empire, such as the ** Borfomeus-Verein “ for 


facius-Verein “ for the advancement of Ca holli- 
cism in Protestant Germany, the “ Frapz- 
Xaverius-Verein for foreign missions, and 
several others. Andifwe turn to the press, 
there are no less than 267 Ultromopn- 
tane organs in Germany, nearly all of 
them started during the last ten or twelve 
years. The Protestants bave nothing corre- 
sponding to show, either in the way of societies 
or of the religious press. The old Catholics 
have two ably- conducted weekly journals, the 
Deutsche Merker and the A’thatho’ische Bote, but 
there is no longer any Catholic paper which 
scientifically opposes Ultramoatenism.” The 
absence of ail such religious agencies among 
the Protestants point to “the mistake of a sys: 
tematic vegation or indifference to ihe religious 
aspect of things,’—a mistake which Prof. 
Schulte seems to regret chiefly because both 
sucially and politically it helps the cause of the 
Jesuits,” « 


The last point noticed is that of ecclesiastical 
organization, and here, as might be exvected, 
the Roman Catholic Church is far more strongly 
and uniformly compacted than any of its rivals. 
Among its members the Uitramontanes com- 
prebend the great mass and include the majori- 
ty of the nobility. Uf the State Catholics” 
the writer speaks with contempt, of the Old 
Catholics with respect and sympeihy, but with 
little confidence in their destinies. What he 
has to savy of the Protestant Church shall be 
given in bis own words.

The Protestant Church presents a completely dif- 
ferent picture. In Prussia the Established Church 
has two branches under the King as head.

Each of the other 
twenty-four States has ite own Established Church.

W hen, in January, 1876, Pruss is succeeded in draw- 
ing up for the eight old provinces a united conati- 
tution witha general synod as its organ, it might 
have been theught that there would have been an 
eager attemot mace by all parties to hold fast that 
which had been gained with so much diffienity, and 
that they would have appreciated the value of such 
an organization for the sake of the position and 
power of the Church. Inetead of this it was soon 
found that the Coustitutios was too liberal for the 
orthodox, and too orthedox for the liberal. The 
former are doingall in their power to pull down the 
scarcely-compieted edilice. gucy sremaking every 
effort to banish again the Mberal element. and to 
restore creeds confess! On the other hand,

thinking preacher is magnified by the orthodox, 
and its non-ratification is magnified by the liberals, 
into a matter of the fret importance to the State: 
and the appointment of this er that orthodox Court 
preacher is declared by the highest ecclesiastical 
authority in Prussia to be a Gahinet question. The 
religious literature and Chureh periodicals all take 
up the same strain; indeed it is almost as mach 
the case with the Protestants as with the Ultra- 
montanes that the stronger ecclesiastical bias 
forme a social barrier and beeomes the shibboleth 
of a political party. If this continues, we can 
form no hopeful angury for the Protestant Charch. 

The stens of the times are not to be mistaken. 
Orthodoxy bas already begun to hold out a band to 
Ultramontanism. There is a large class of the 
Protestant clergy who long for the same sort of 
power which the Romish clergy possess. There 
are very many Conservaiivee who earnestly dire 
a more rigid ecclesiastical constitution, because 
they tbink this would give them that firm support 
of authority which seems to them so imposing in 
the Church of Rome, and would enable them to 
bold in check the Social Democrats. and to remedy 
all other social, political, and domestic evils. 

The upshot of the whole matter appears to be 
that Prof. Schulte despairs of German Catholi- 
cism, augurs nothing good from German Prot- 
estantism, and bas so little faith in the future 
of the Old Catholic movement, which he him- 
self lielped to originate, that he thinks the only 
„reasonable policy is to leave things to take 
their course, while he at the same time more 
than hints that it is tending rapidly to the tri- 
umph of anarchy and atheism. He must permit 
us to hope that his anticipations will prove less 
accurate than his statistics. 


THE FIRST SIN, 
AS RECORDED IN THE BIBLE AND IN ANCIENT

And, indeed, M. Maury 
is the first to allow that there fs a 
fundamental opposition between the Biblical 
tradition and the legend of Brahminical India 
or of Hesiod. In this last, as he himself re- 
marks, we see no trace of a predisposition to 
sin transmitted by inberitance from the first 
man to his descendants,—no vestige of original 
sin. 


Zoroastrianism was unlike other pagan relig- 
ions in this, that it could not fail to admit and 
Dreserve the ancient tradition of a first, sin. 
Rather would it have been forced to construct 
for itself an analogical myth, bad it not found 
sueh in the primitive memories that it bent to 
its own doctrines. ‘The tradition squared, in- 
aced, but too well with ite system of a dualism 
having a spiritual basis, although as vet but im- 
perfectly freed from confusion between the 
physical and moral worlds. It explained quite 
naturally bow man, a creature of the good God, 
and consequently originally perfect, should have 
fallen under the power of the evil spirit, thus 
— ataint which in the moral order 
subjected him to sin, in the material to death, 
and to all the miseries that poison earthly ex- 
isteuce. ‘Thus the votion of the sin of the first 
authors of humanity, the beritage of which 
weighs constantly on their descendants, is «a 
fundamental one in Mazdean books. The modi- 
fication of legends relative to the first man even 
resulted in the mythic conceptions of the later 
periods of Zoroastrianism, in attaching a rather 
singular repetition of this first transgression to 
several successive generations in the initial ages 
of humanity. 

Originally—and this is at present one of the 
points most ——* established by science 
originally in those legends common to Oriental 
Aryans before their separation ſuto two 
branches, the first man was the personage that 
the Iranians call Yima, and the Indiens Yama. 
A son of Heaven and not of man, Lima united 
the characteristics that Genesis divides between 
Adam and Noab, fathers both, the one of 
antediluvian, the other of postdiluvian humani- 
ty. Later, he appears as merely the first King 
of the Iranians, but a King whose existence, as 
well as that of his subjects, is passed in the 
midst of Edenic beatitude in the paradise of 
Airyana-Vedja, the dwelling-place of the earli- 
est men. But after atime when life was pure 
and spotless, Yima committed the sin which 
weighs on his descendants, and in consequénce 
of that sin lost his power, was cast out of Para- 
dise, and given up to the dominion of the ser- 
pent, the evil spirit Angromainyus, who finally 
orought about Yima’s death by horrible tor- 
ments. It is an erho of the tradition about the 
loss of Paradise ensuing upon a transgression 
prompted by the evil spirit that we find in what 


is incontestably one of the cldest portions of the 


Sacred Scriotures of Zoroastrianism. I cre- 
ated the first and the best of dwelling-places. I 
who am Ahuramazda; the Airjana-Vadija is of 
excellent nature. But against it Angromainyus, 
the murderer, created a thing inimical), the ser- 
pent out gf the river and the winter, the work 
of the Doevas.”’ And it is thie scourge, caused 
by the power of the serpent, which occasions 
the departure forever from the paradisiacal 
region. 

Later, Yima appears as no longer the first 
man, or even the first King. ‘The period ot a 
thousand years assigned to his existence in 
Eden is now divided between several successive 
generations, occupying the same space of time, 
from the moment when ayomaritan, 
the type of humanitv. began to 
find himself struggling against the bostilitv of 
the Evil Spirit up to the death of Lima. This 
is the system adopted by the Burdehesh. The 
history of the sin which made Lima lose his 
primal hbabpiness, and subjected him to the pow- 
er of the adversary, still remains connected with 
the name of that bero. But this transgression 


is no longer the origiual sin; and inorder to be 


able to attribute it to the ancestors whence all 


humanity springs, its story is again told here 
(subserving a double purpose) in connection with 
the first pair whose existence was completely 


terrestrial and similar to that of other human 
beings—Masha and Mashyana. Man was; the 
father of the world was. Heaven war destined 
to be his on condition of his being humble io 
heart, and doing with humility the work of the 
law, of his betug pure in thought, pure in word, 


pure in deed, and of his never inyoking 


the Doras. Under these conditions man and 
woman were reciprocally to make each other’s 
happiness. They drew near and became man 
and wife. At first they spoke these words: 
‘It is Aburamazda who has given the water, the 
earth, the trees, the beasts, and the stars, the 
moon and the sun, and all the blessings which 
spring from a pure root and oure fruit.’ Later, 
falsehood ran through their thoughts, perverted 
their disposition, and said to them: It is 
Angromainyus who has given the water, earth, 
trees, beasts, and all above-named things.’ 
Thus, it was that in we begiuuing An- 
gromainyos deceived them concerning the 
Devas, and to the end this cruel one has only 
sought to seduce them. By believing this hie, 
both became like unto demons, and their souls 
will be in Heli until the renewal of bodies.” 

„They ate during thirty days: they clothed 
themselves in black raiment. After these thirty 
days they went bunting; a white goat presented 
itself; with their mouths they drew milk from 
her udder, and nourished themselves with that 
milk which delighted them. . 5 ‘ 

„The Deva who told the lie grew more bold, 
and presented bimself a second time,. and 
brought them fruits which they ate, and by so 
doing of the hundred advantages they enjoyed 
there remained to them only one. 

“After thirty days and thirty nights a fat 
white sheep appeared; they cut off his left ear. 
Instructed by the celestial Yazata they 


brought fire from the tree Konar, by rub- 


bing it with a piece of wood. Both set 
fire to the tree; they blew up the fire with their 
mouths; they first burnt the branches of the 
tree Kouar, next of the date-tree and the myr- 
tle. They roasted the sheep, dividing it 
into three parts. Having eaten of the 
flesh of the dog they covered themselves witn 
the #kio of that animal. ‘Then they gave them- 
selves up to the chase, and made themselves 
garments of the hair of wild beasts.” 

We may here observe that in Genesis, also, 
vegetable food is the only one made use of by 
the first manin his state of bliss and purity; 
the only one promised him by God. 
Animal food does not become lawful 
till after the Flood. It is also after the Pull 
that Adam and Havah first clothe themselves 
with coats of skin made for them by Yabveh 
himself. 

The late lamented George Smith believed that 
amongst the fragments of the Chaldean Gene- 
sis, Giscovered by him, one might be interpreted 
as relating to the fall of the first man, and that 
it comfained the curse pronounced upon him by 
the God Ea, after bis transgression. But this 
was an illusion, which a more profound study of 
the cunetferm document has dispelled. Smith's 
translation, which was too hasty, immature, 
and, moreover, hardly intetligibie. turns out er- 
roneous from beginning to end. Since then Mr. 
Oppert has giveu us an entirely different ver- 
sion of the same text, the first possesssing a 
really scientific character, in which the general 
meaning becomes tolerably clear, though 
there are still many obscure and uncertain de- 
tails. One thing at least is now quite estab- 
lished: the fragment has no kind of reference 
to original-sin avd the curse of man. We must, 
therefore, leave it entirely outside the sphere of 
our present researches; endeavoring, however, 
to convey a warning to such as may be tempted, 
in dependence on the celebrated Assyriologist,

“the place of the tree of life.” Finally, e 


representation of the sacre plant which we as- 
similate with that of the Edenic traditions, ab- 
pears as a symbol of life eternal ou those curt- 
ous sarcopnagi, iu enameled ciay, belonging to 
the latest period of Chaldean: civilization, after 
Alexander tne Great, which have been discover- 
ed at Warkah, the ancient Uruk. 

The manver of representing this sacred plant 
varies in Assyrian bas-retiefs and exhibits differ- 
ent degrees of complexity. It is, however, in- 
variably a plant of moderate size, of pyramidal 
form, having a straight stem from which spring 
numerous branches, and a cluster of large leaves 
at its base. In one example only is the plant 
represented with sufficient accuracy to ena- 
ble us to classify it as the Asclepias 
acidaor Sarcostemma vinimalis, the plant known 
as the Soma to the Aryans of India, the Haoma 
to the Iranians, the crushed branches of which 
afford the ae liquor offered as a liba- 
tion to the gods, and identified with the celestial 
beverage of life and immortality. More gener- 
ally, bowever, the plant has a conventional and 
decorative aspect, not answering exactly to any 
natural type, and it is this vurely conventional 
form which the Persians have borrowed from 
Assyro-Babylonian art, and which represents the 
Haoma on gems, cylinders, or cones of Persian 
workmanship iu the era of the Achemenides. 

Such an adoption of the sacfed plant of the 
Chaldeans and Assvrians by the Persians, in or- 
der to represent their own Haoma,—althouch 
the conventional bore no similarity to the real 
plant,—vroves that theyr ized a certain ab- 
alogy in the conception of the two emblems. 
In point of fact the Persians have shown great 
discerument in their borrowing and adapting; 
and where they took Chaldeo-Assvrian art for 
model and for teaching, they only adopted such 
of those religious symbols common in the basin 
of the Euphrates and Tigris as micht des ren- 
dered applicable to their own peculiar doctrines, 
and even to a very pure Mazdeism. The adop- 
tion of the image of the divine piant of the 
Chaldeo-Assyrians in order to represent the 
Haoma is, therefore, a conclusive sigo that an 
assimilation of the symbols had taken place, 
and we find in it a new proof in support of the 
close connection between the plant guarded by 
genii on Assyrian or Babylonian monuments and 
the tree of life of paradisiacal tradition. Iu- 
deed, if Indians vary in opinion as to the nature 
of the mysterious trees of their earthly para- 
dise of Menu, even generally admitting of four 
different species, and if the Bundehesh-pehbievi, 
in bestowing on the tree of Airyana-Veda the 
name of Knembe, appears to have had 
in view one of the plants pi by 
Indians on the counterforts of Meru,— 
i. e., the Panelea orientalis, which in Sanscrit is 
called Kadamba; it is the white Haoma,”’ the 
Haoma type that is almost always found in the 
sacred books of Mazdeans springing from the 
middle of the fountain Ardvi-cura, and distill- 
ing the beverage of immortality. The Aryans 
of India connected a similar idea with their 
Soma, for the fermented liquor that they pro- 
duced by pounding its branches in a mortar, and 
offered as a libation to their gods, is named by 
them Amritam, *‘ ambrosia draught that renders 
immortal.“ The Haoma and its sacred juice is 
also called that woteh keeps off death, in the 
ninth chapter of the Yacna of the Zoroastri- 


cred plaut is guarded by winged genii, having 
heads of eagles or peripterous vultures. Ihese 
symbolic beings present, indeed, a singular 
analogy with the Garuda, or rather the Garsudas 
of Indian Aryans, genii, half men, half eagles. 
Now, in the Indian mytba, more particalariy in 
the beautiful story of the Astika-parva of the 
Mahabharata, it is Garuda who reconquers the 
ambrosia Amrtam— that is, the sacred juice of 
the Soma, used for libations, that had been 
stolen by demons, and who restores it to the 
celestial god, bimself remaioing its guardian. 
The part played by him and by the eagle headed 
geniiof the Assyrian monuments, with regard 
to the tree of lite, is consequentiy 
the same as that which we 
Genesis assigned to Terubin, armed with 
flaming swords, who were placed by God at the 
gate of Eden after the expulsion of the first 
human pair, to prevent the entrance into Para- 
dise, and to guard its tree of life. 

In one part at least of Chaldea properly so 
called, to the south. of Babylon, it appears as 
though it were no longer the type we have just 
been considering that was employed to repre- 
sent the tree of life. ,1t was the palm, the tree 
that furnished the majority of the inhabitants 
of the district with fvod, and with fruit from 
which they distilled a fermented and intoxicat- 
ing liquor,—a kind of wine; the tree to which 
they were wont to attribute in a popular song 
as many benefits as there are days in the year; 
this plan it was that was there considered the 
sacred, the paradisiacal tree. We have the 
proof of this in cylinders that show us the palm 
surmounted by the emblem of the Supreme 
God, and guarded by two eagie-headed genii. 
Moreover, tlie essential character of the tree of 
life lies in its fruite affording an intoxicating 
juice, the beverage of immortality; and ac- 
cordingly the books of the Sahans or Men- 
daites associate it with thé tree Setarvan, 
“the perfumed vine,” Sam Gufro, above 
which hovers the Supreme Lite“ in the 
same way as does the emblematie image of 
divinity m its bighest and most abstract form 
above the plant of life in the monumental 
representations of Babylon and Assyria. 

And, further, the fact that in the cosmogonic 
traditions of the Chaldeans ana Babylonians 
respecting the tree of life and paradisiacal fruit, 
there was contained adramatic myth, closely 
resembling io form the Biblical narrative of the 
Temptation, appears to be as positively es- 
tablisned as may be in the absence of written 
texts, by acylinder of hard stone preserved in 
the British Museum. ‘There we actually sec a 
man and woman, the former wear! on bis 
bead the kind of turban peculiar to Babi yonians, 
seated ovposite each other on either side of a 
tree, from whose spreading bra two big 
fruits hang,—ove in front of each of the figures 
who are stretening out their bands to gather it. 
A serpent is rearing himself behind the woman. 
This representative might serve as a direct 
iiiustration of the narrative in Genesis, 
nor as M. Friedrich Delitzsch has observed, 
can it lend itself to any other 
interpretation.

Berutenem, N. H., Sept. 1.— This is the

that promises to mitigate the affliction with the 
wildest glee. It is not in the least surprising to 
us sufferers, however much it may amuse peo- 
ple with better-behaved noses, that a Hay- 
Fever Association“ should have been formed 
six vears ago. It is a most serious business with 
us, and our Convention which was held here 
in the Methodist Church one day last week 
was largely attended. The President of the 


Association, Mr. M. Richards Muckle, of Phila- 


deiphia—wbo bas made a careful computation 
and discovered that the mere saving in the cost 
of pocket-handkerchief washing will pay the 
fare from New York to thia place and return of 
the average hay-fever sufferer—presided, and 
Mr. Edmund L. Hoyt, who is anuually led here 
by his nose from Portiand, Me., acted as Secre- 
tary of the — 4 % President Muckle made a 
stirring address, his touching reference to the 
banishment. from family and homes imposed 
upon its victims by this dread disease 
causing many strong men in the audience to 
weep and sneezeconvulsively. Said Mr. Muckle: 

We are asse nbled to-daf in annual session 
for the sixth time since the organization of the 
United States Hav-Fever Association in 1874 in 
this place. Of those who are present and suf- 
fering trom the affection which brings us to this 
locality, banishing us from family, friends, and 
all the conventences of our comfortable homes. 
I may say iv all sincerity that in selecting Beth- 
lehem we have found in part the long-wished-for 
relief, if not the promised land. Those of 
our friends who have been accustomed to see 
us in our city homts during the period of 
our suffering would with astonishment behoid 
us bere to-day in the apparent rood health with 
which they themselves are biessed. Those of 
our hearers, non-safferers, who are with us to- 
day to sympathize and encourage us in our el- 
forts to find a remedy, no doubt wonder why we 
do not appear bere with the traditiona: red- 
bordered e) e-lids, inflamed optics, flowing nose, 
sneezing salutations, and displaying our 
signal of distress, the indispensable 
white handkerchief, which characterizes 
a veteran member of the hay-fever 
brigade. The affection bas, during the past few 
years, received marked attention at the hands of 
mne medical profession, and particularly the 
newspapers throughout the United States. The 
latter have heretofore viewed the same as a disease 
of the imagination, and bave been disposed to 
ridicule the affection and burlesque its sufferers, 
‘They have pow nobly fallen into line as 
powerful auxiliaries in bringing to the Kaowil- 
edge of the world the theories and symp- 
tums of our affliction, and urgtug upon 
the medical ‘profession the necessity of 
more active experiments in the ficid of our all- 
ment. [Great avplause.] It is certainly not 
very creditable to the medical fraternity of the 
present beriod of the uiueteenta century, when 
such rapid strides and progress are being made 
all but bourly io the varied departments of art 
and science, that a disease or affection, as I may 
term it,—one that has existed and has been 
known for the past sixty years,—should be an 
enigma to the learned professors of the highest 
scientific institutions of this continent and 
of Europe. Medicines have from actual 
experience to this time failed to cure or give the 
desired relief, und our only hope for the pres- 
ent is to flee to the few well-known non-catarrhal 
regions, which are being brougat to our knowl- 
edge annualiy by the numerous versons who 
simitarly to ourselves, are its victims, and are 
in search of a haven exempt from its annoying 
influences. It is very easy to say, Get away 
to the mountains,” or *Take-a sea voyage 
and you will ve relieved.”’ Comparatively few 
people can afford to indulge in such luxuries, and 
they have to stay at bome. What these victims 
want is for the doctors to bestir memsetves and 
find some remedy for the hatefal thing. Judg- 
ing from the annual contemplation of the suf- 
fer ugs of hay-fever men, we are forced to the 
conclusion that a more diabolical, acerbating 
ailment does not exist on earth. ‘The most un- 
fortunate thing about it is that the soberest 
man under the beavens is mistaken for a druok- 
ard when he gets about half-way through 
with his attack, and no protestations 
will convince his intimate friends that he 
has not had au attack of the jim-jams. He is 
shunned like a leper; bis terrible soasms and 
agonies of sueez ng on the public streets make 
nim an object of ridicule and contempt, and if 
he is enguged to a girl it is very certain that she 
will let him drop. For the lité of us we do not 
see why a doctor who will giré ten years of his 
life to the study of the nose and its connéctiona, 
cannot devise a cure for this atrocious disease, 
Whoever doos present & nume cure to 
the world will make a fi of $1 
000 in about three years. The doctors, 
however, do not seem to have an bition in 
tum direction, und perbaps Nase be better f 
some layman to get to work ba me problem

greatly pleased with the introductory remarks 
of the Chairman, but expressed regret that 
that gentleman had not, in his opinion, proper!

Every one of these 
remedics was guaranteed an infallible cure, 
and yet,“ said Mr. Beecher, I can’t get pe 
and it seems to me that I pon’t get well. 
esteemmy six weeks’ vacation in the mountains 
too well. L used to go away from my parish 
about the Ist of August, but ow l’ve only to 
sneeze about the Ist of July and the deacons 
pack me off to the mountains at once. ‘The Ist 
of September used to find me back again in 
Brooklyn, but now the slightest hoarse- 
ness is ample excuse for my not putting 
in an appearance before the Ist of 
October. There is another thing in 
connection with hay-fever; it isa sure indica- 
tion of genius to the fortunate possessor, and 
-none but good-looking people are sufferers. It 
is my taste for the fine arts that prompts me to 
come among you. The spectacle of sucha 
sickly gathering, too, cannot be duplicated in 
the world. ‘There is nothing so pleasant to me, 
though, as to be among so many sick people 
looking so remarkably well.” Mr. Beecher 
also spoke of a receat trip through 
the Canadian Providees, and warmly 
recommended St. John, New Brunswick; 
Halifax, anajPrioce Edward Island as places ex- 
empt from hay-fever. ‘The people there are 
very hospitable, and St. John is a very beautiful 
place for a summer residence. Of Halifax, be 
said that it was only necessary for that town to 
come into the Union to make it one of the must 
popular of the exempt districts frequented bv 
hay-feverites. He spoke very enthasiastic- 
ally of the splendid harbor and its un- 
equaled accommodations for guests. Prince 
ward Island seemed also to have met 
with the reverend geatleman’s approval. Hay- 
fever is unknown there, and bunting and fishing 
are to be had in abundance. Speaking of hs 
recent sojourn in Ualifornia, and the effect of 
the climate upon bis constitution, he said: “I 
reached Omaha about the 15th of August. after 
crossing the plata,—the great alkaline belt,— 
and experienced coosiderable irritation, but did 
not develop the disease. This irritation passed 
away when I arrived at Virginia City, and [ 
did not experience the slightest symptom 
during my residence on the Pacificsiope. 1 
was compelled to expose myself greatly while 
lecturing there, dut did not have the slightest 
attack of hay-fever during my stay.

Fearful Encounter Between a Farmer and 
an Ox Mad with Hydrophobia.

Near Orwigsberg, Pa., yesterday, George Her- 
man, a well-to-do farmer, narrowly escaped be- 
ing killed by an ox which was suffering from 
hydrophobia.

It 
appears that the faithful, though load in words, 
have been modest in point of money, and the 
new opera, Parsifal,“ cannot be performed 
next year at Bayreuth for want of funds. It 
was ever thus that prophets have been served 
in their own country. It is true that the emi- 
nent Wagner went a curious way to work, 
promising a free ticket tor ‘Parsifal’ to those 
who subscribed for three years to the Bayreuther 
Blatter, But the faithful, however much they 
would have liked to hesf ‘Parsifal,’ could 
not possibly read the Huyreuther Blatter for 
three years, and the eminent composer and edit- 
or is disconsolate. What isto be done ſu the 
way of free tickets toa performance which is 
not to take place; to the opulent few who 
actually bave subscribed to the Bayreuther Blat- 
ter for three years, does not exactly appear. 
The best way out of the difficulty, apart 
from a return of the subscription money, 
— course to which; the assailant of 
‘the Jew Meyerbeer would of course never 
assent,—would be to old a sort of Wagnerian 
Inquisition.

FRENCH DRESSES FOR AUTUMN. | 
Harper's Bazar. 

Pompadour and Marie Antoinette styles are 
continued in the new French dresses imported 
for autumn and winter. The corsages represent 
two extremes, ove of which is closely fitted to 
the figure like a zlove, while the otheris a full 
waist in fan pleats, with great bunches of sbir- 
ring at the waist line in front and back. The 
over-dresses are short in front and quite long 
behind, with the real panier drapery, which is 
more properly seen on the bips than bebind, 
with all the becoming revers, s¢arfs, and tabliers 
that belong to the styles of Louis XIV., XV., 
and XVI.

BASQUES AND OVERSKIRTS. 

Basques are very much trimfped around the 
hips to sive? nier effects. Dark pees dresses 
have biss silk piece about three ers broad 
put in full irregular gathers on the basoue be- 
low the waist, forming folds that pase around 
the hips, and are bela in place by lengthwise 
straps of the wool goods. Shirred surplice 
pieces are still more used than any other trim- 
ming for the front of the basque. These now 
tegin with a narrow frill of the silk doubled at 
the end, and sewed quite deep down the shoul- 
der seam, beginning just below the collar; they 
are theu shirred in six or eight different places 
across the trimming. . 

The shirred fan basque revived during the 
summer for thin dresses is now seen 
thickest winter stuffs, which are made soft and 
pliable enough to permit these voluminous 
gathers without adding much bulk. Sometimes 
there are three pleats spreading out op each 
shoulder, and the sbirring is only at the waist 
Une; other dresses have the shoulders and 
neck shirred also. Some waists have the full- 
ness Only in the front, while others reverse this, 
and confine it to the back. he overskirt with 
such ues is usually shirred down the front, 
and often there is a broad cluster of shirring in 
the middle of the back. 

COMBINATIONS AND MODELS. 

Among the fabrics used for the richest combi- 
nation dresses are Amazon cloth, which is lady’s 
habit cloth; repped woolens; English homespun 
cloths of sleazy manufacture, showing threads 
of rich colors on olive, bronze, or gray ground; 
plain cashmeres; and very beavy twilled wools 
as thick as the smooth-surface Amazon cloth. 
These come in bronze shades, wine-coseor, garnet, 
amaranth, and the new biges, and are combined 
with broche cashmeres in paim-icaf patterns, or 
in Japanese fans, or Persian arabesaues; or elee 
iu plaid veivets, or soft Persian silks, or perhaps 
plaids striped in two colors, such as garnet and 
peacock blue on an old gold ground. A broad 
deep collar like a pelerine cape is sometimes the 
only way in which the gay goods appear on the’ 
waist; sometimes it forms surplice drapery on 
the bosom, and panier foids around the bottom 
of the basque; sometimes it is the entire waist, 
and in other cases it is merely the paniers of a 
polonaise. Borders are on the skirts, but there 
is afiether faucy for making the whole front of 
the skirt of the figured goods. 

A French costume, as all short suits for the 
street are ubw called. is of Rembrant green 
repped wool that is almost olaek, trimmed with 
broche red and biue valm-leaves on a green 
ground. The basque has a plastron-pointed vest 
that begins at the top of the darts, while the 
Pompadour square above is filled in with shirred 
soft palm-leaf trimming. The fan-back bas shir- 
ring more than a finger deep at the waist line, 
from whence springs the fullness that forms 
three fan-pleats on each shoulder. The skirt has 
three kilt flounces behind, beld by a broad clus- 
ter of shirring just below the basque; each 
flounce is bordered with the paim-leaves. In 
front a curtain drapery opens over a front 
breadth of the figured goods.

As has been stated above, the dealers whose 
names are ineluded in the foreguing black 
list are of the better class,—the class whose 
patronage is mainly confined to the avenues on 
the South Side. Out of the twenty samples 
there was but one—No. 3, bought of J. G. 
Clinuin—which had anywhere vear the proper 
percentage of cream. But, even in this case, 
the specific gravity of the serum indicates that 
a little water was used to prevent the milk, 
possibly, from becoming too rich for the deli- 
cate stomachic arrangements of the consumers.

of the quality of the milk purveyed to Chicago 
consumers by the so-called better class 
of dealers; for, under the rule of 
the same price for the so-called best 
milk, viz.: seven cents 6 quart, it is not to 
be supposed that one of the better class is go- 
ing to be rash and foolish enough to furnish a 
better quality ot milk for the same money than 
bis brotherdealer. To settle all doubts on this 
head, however, it is not proposed to let the good 
work of inspection stop at the South Side. 
Samples will be selected indiscriminately from 


all sorts of dealers in the various parts of the city, |

practical difficulty to be met, at the outset, lies 
in the ability to prove that all these forbidden 
things were done “knowingly,” and concerning 
the artful insertion of that qualifying phrase 
the milkmen are supposed to know rather more 
than it is discreet to give away. But the cir- 
cumstances and conditions attending individual 
eases will of course de taken into 
consideration by the Grand Jury, and it is safe 
to assume that no indictments will be returned 
titat cannot reasonably be relied upon to

THE FOURTH SECTION 


is likewise of the cast-iron character, and is apt 
to prove an additional terror to evil-doers. It 
provides, in briet, that avy person who offers 
for sale any milk from which the cream, or any 
part of it, has been taken, must offer it for sale 
and sell it as skimmed milk,” and not other- 
wise, and must have each can in which the milk 
is carried or exposed for sal: plainly and con- 
88 marked with the words skimmed 
milk.“ Any person violating this section is 
subject to a fine not exceeding $50 for each and 
every violation. 

But the supoosed hand of the milk-dealer— 
the dealer in country milk as distinguished from 
distillery milk—is seen in the sixth section, 
where, in one piace, it thus rides over the opin- 
ions of many of the best chemists and micro- 
scopists in the Jand: Auy milk that is ob- 
tained from cows ied on distillery waste, usual- 
ly called ‘swill,’ or upon any substance in a 
state of putrefaction, is hereby declared to be 
impure and uawholesome.”’ The legal geniuses 
of the last Legislature apparently thougbt 
themselves bigger than all science ’’ when they 
allowed that to go on the statute-books. But 
there it is, in direct conflict with the opinions 
and discoveries of men who have tried for years 
to find anything in so-called distillery milk that 
isn’t contained in country-fed mlik. It is safe 
to say that tuis section will not be relied upon in 
the coming prosecutions, except by the de- 
iense, who, with expert testimony arrayed 
agaiost it and. them, will not be apt to make 
much out of it. 

lt was expected that 

A NUMBER OF SUMMONSES 

would be issued yesterday tor the milk-sopbis- 
ticators, but the day passed without it. ‘They 
couldn’t very well Baye been served anyway 
until Monday, so that the delay amounts to 
nothing. These summonses are returnable in 
not less than five days, so that the cases wil! not 
be reached before the end of the coming week at 
the earliest, and very probably not until the 
early part of next we k. When they do come 
up, however, they will be prosecuted with more 
evergy and vigor than the defendants will 
probably care to witness. It ig the intention 
now, it appears, to let Clinnin go, so far as 
the showing of this latest examination is 
concerned.

day or Friday, states that, among the fresh sam- 
pie submitted Tae Trisunr’s articles on tbis 
subject, he has already found two that con- 
tained 14 per cent of cream. But this same sud- 
den improvement has beev noticed on previous 
oceasions,—after a Wholesale stirring up,—and 
nobody need be deceived. Without some good 
wholesome prosecutions the evil never be 
checked to any conceivable extent. Some of 
the dealers—the ones who are at present pro- 
testing rather too much—undertook yesterday 
to impress upon Dr. DeWolf the propriety of 
his investigating their milk as it arrived at the 
depots, for the purpose of showiug the commu- 
nity that they were good, honest fellows. 
The Doctor rather plainly told them that 
it wasn’t the duty of government to 
protect special dealers, but to protect the com- 
munity agains: imposition, and that, if they de- 
sired to go into the vindicating business, the 
dest thing for them todo was to organize an 
honest milk-dealers’ association, or something 
of that sort, have their milk inspected by some 
competent, reliable chemist, whose word would 
mean something, and then see to it that no 
dishonest vender was countenanced by their 
body. As the Doctor further pithily remarkea, 
he proposed to make it to their interest to pro- 
tect themselves. Whether they will take this 
common-sense view of the situation or not re- 
mains to be seen. 

Dr. De Wolf has received as much as 

A BUSHEL OF LETTERS 

from the North and West Sides from persons 
wanting to know why in beaven’s name he 
don’t investigate the dealers in those divisions. 
It is only necessary to state that the samples 
on which Dr. Sawyer is now working are sam- 
ples selected by the Milk-Inspector from all 
parts of the city, and that the results of bis 
examination will be made known during the 
week. 

The next move will be made on such of the 
grocers as are suspected of carrying the water- 
ing process to even a greater extent than the 
dealers. It may seem incredible, but in some 
cases it is undoubted, that, as regards the 
science of sophisticating, they can give the deal- 
ers points and then beat them at their own 
game.
